Death of Hon. A. Mackenzie, Former- 
ly Premier of the 
Dominion- 



Brief Befereneo to His Career as a 
Lil)eral and Party 
Leader- 



ToKONTO, April 10. — Hon. Alexander 
Mackonzio, ex-Premier of Canada, died at 
12:40 this morning. 




Hon. Mr. Mackenzie will he well known 
by every Cunadisin us having been, at tho 
beginning of 1873, elected, with Hon A. A. 
Dorioii, joint leader of tho Liberal party of 
Canada, being in November of the same 
year called upon to form an administration 
in succession to that of Sir John A, Muc- 
donald, which had, at that time, resigned 
in connection with matters relating to tho 
conatntotion of tho Canadian Pacific rail- 
way. Ho was brjrn in Perthaliirc, Scotland, 
in I82'2, and, having learned the business of 
a mason and architect, came over to Canada 
in 1812, whore, after working sonic time at 
the former trade, bo became a contractor, 
being practically connected with several 
important public works, lie was, for aomo 
years, ;ditorof thcLamblon Shield, a Reform 
paper, his brother Hope representing Lamb- 
ton county, and afterwards North Oxford, 
in the Canada Assembly. Mr. Alexander 
Mackenzie waa prominently connected with 
military and other public movements. 

Tho deco'ised satfor Lainbton in tho Can- 
ada Assembly from 1801 until the Union, 
being returned to the House of Commousfor 
the same seat, in 1872. He was a member 
of Mr. Blake's Ontario Govornmont from 
December, 187.1, until October, 1872, when, 
with Mr. Blake, ho abandoned the Provin- 
cial House to devote himself - to Dominioa 
affairs. After the 1872 elections there was 
coniiderable friction between the Liberals 
of Ontario and those of Quebec, owing to 
the wide divergence of opinion and local 
interests, Mr. Mackenzie being finally 
chosen to represent Ontario in tho party 
leadership. On his assumption of offlco a 
few montbs later Mr. Mackenzie took the 
portfolio of Public Works, which depart- 
ment probably never had a more pains- 
taking or better'' posted head. His views 
with regard to the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way and the necessity for its early construc- 
tion dillercd widely from those of many 
members of the House, and wero at utter 
variance with those of the people of this 
province, as in his opinion neither the 
rciiuircmcnts of tho Dominion nor the 
condition of the linanci.3 warranted 
the incurrence of the expenditures that it 
would involve. He, however, like Hon. 
Mr. Blake, lived to see the time when his 
views hecamo much mod' lied, and instead 
of a system of half rail and half water, aa 
he had previously advocated, he was glad 
to find that tho entire road hacl been built 
so expeilitiously, and, despite his own fore- 
bodings, at so comparatively cheap a cost. 
In October, IS78, the Government of which 
ho was at tho bead resigned, but for aomo 
time thereafter he retained the leadership 
of the party. Failing health, however, 
compelled him to retire from that position, 
although he retained his seat in tho House. 

He was a Liberal, not only in name, but 
in fact, having, u.3 his biography describes, 
"always hold those principles which, by 
some in England, may be considered 
peculiar, of the brotherhood of man, no 
matter iu what rank of life he may have 
taken his origin. He believed thoroughly 
in jiarty Government, and that it is utterly 
imiiossiblu to conduct the Government of a 
new country without it.

— Goorgo Kennedy 
talked to your reporter, to-day. Ho thought 
it indiscreet to define his proapectivo move- 
menta in detail. He might siiy, liowever, 
his brothers would not at any lime obey llio 
mandate of the (jfovernment. ShouUl tliey 
appear before the bar of the House it would 
be to deny, formnlly, the right of it.s iiiem- 
bors to asaumo for the Provinciid LfRiala- 
turo auoh powers with respect to alleged 
breaches of pirliamoutary privilcf;os made 
outside the House, and to re-asaort their 
right to critioiao the conduct of any body of 
men acting for the pulilic. 

They felt assured they had tlie .synipHtby 
of nine-tenths ot the pi^ople of iU iiioh Col- 
umbia, an aaaurance tliat had given them 
courage to act firmly. The vote on iho 
question-bad shown It to Vo n Government 
matter ; strong purty assent, two turn-coat 
IhdependcniH, uud u lucnilier of tlic Opposi- 
tion who. as a nu'iuber of llio Private liiUs 
committee, had fallen under tho ci ilicibin 
of the paper. His hrotliers had not acted 
independently in leaving Weslniinstcr, 
but throunh tho advice and coun- 
sel of the best constitutional law- 
yers in Canada. As peace-loving citi- 
zens they willingly consented to avoid com- 
ing in contact with the Government oflicials, 
as a largo number of sympathisers hud gath- 
ered in the Columbion ollioes on tho day of 
the alleged prospootive arrest to prevent 
the muterializatlon of the Government's 
plana. His brothers, whose names appeared 
on the summons, could not be interviewed. 
He declined to mention there whereabouts.

After tho first shocic of meeting your re- 
porter the boys seemed genuinely glad to 
see him. The brothers Kennedy wore on

Mr. Jas. Kennedy's tliou<;htg reverted to 
his attempted arrest. "Were you aware," 
said he, "that the .Sheriir, tlie (iovernorof 
tho Jail, tho Superintendent of Police, and 
six special peelers wore sent to arrest us ? 
In spite of legal advice to tho contrary, at 
that time Robert and I had decideil to submit 
to arrest under protest, hut wlien wo were 
made aware of the ridiculous situation we 
decided that 'nine against two wasn't fair. ' 
So we matched our cunning iigninst tlieirs. 
The six specials were lined along tlie street 
to prevent our escape. We only feared one 
of them, a particularly belligerent indi- 
vidual, and immediately before our depar- 
ture wo sent a scout out to decoy him into 
a saloon. Tho ruse succeeded." 

" How did you evade the others," was 
asked. "We did not evade them," was the 
reply. "Wo walked by them, dressed as you 
see us. Satis top coats, xatin grip, ^■a)^•^ 
everything necessary to tlis comfort of 
travellers, and they did not attempt to de- 
tain us. They were presumably tricked." 

After dinner, James and Robert freely 
nnnwered the queries advanced by the 
CoLOSlsT reporter, the following being the 
result, condensed for publication :

Supt. llu.-i.sey tlien visited as ; walking in 
and out of the ollicc several timet; in the 
course of the day. On Ir ini; ipiest ii.iie 1 he 
said lie just diopju'd in to sec ; we cmi- 
cluded that they feaied viident retistanee, 
and were choosing their time to pounce 
upon us. In consequence we fenced them 
with their own weapons and disarmed llicin. 

"We have no programme to detiiie. We 
are waiting for a summons from our lawyers 
to appear and 6ght our riglus in the cnurts. 
We will meet tho Covernmcnt half way, 
but will not not submit to what we con- 
sider their illegal action. Our phuis for the 
future depend on tho plains of the (.lo\ eru- 
ment. 

"We have the people on our aide, and tho 
law. Had we yielded to the mandate of

MII^ING IN COLOR.U)0. 

Harper's Weekly of tho 9th inst., con- 
tains a very interesting account of Creede, ■ 
a now niiiiiiig district in Colorado. Thia 
ia what tho writer says : 

N. C. Croedo was a prospector whohad 
mado aoino nioiioy in tho Monarch dis- 
trict boforu ho cmnu to Willow Gap; he 
hu beg.ui prospootiiig thoro on Ciuupbell, 
now IMusea Mount, with (1. L. Smith, of 
ISnlida. Ono uf tho two picked up a 
rock BO full of ([uartz that tliey eiiiik a 
shaft immediately below tho spot where 
they had found tliu stoiio. According to 
all known laws, they should have sunk 
tho shaft iifc tho spot from which tho 
piece of rock had become dotiiehcd, or 
from where it had jircsuinably rolled. 
It Wii.s aa absurd to di;,' for silver where 
they did dii; aa it would be to sink a shaft, 
in Latimor street, in Denver, because ono 
had found a silver quarter lyint; in the 
roadway. But they dug tho shaft; and 
when they looked u))on the result of the 
tirsL day's work, Smith cried, "Great 
God 1" and Creede siud, "Uoly Mosos !" 
and the Holy Moses Jliue was named. 
Wliilelwas in Creede that gcntlenieii was 
oil'urod 81,250,000 for his .share of this 
mine, and declined it. After that my 
interest in him fell away. Any man wlio 
will live in a log house at the foot of a 
mountain, and drink melted snow" any 
loiif,'or than he has to do so, or refuse 
that much money for anything, when ho 
could live in tho Knickerbocker Flats, 
and drive forth in a private hansom with 
rubber tires, ia no longer of public inter- 
est. But his past history ia tho liistory 
of the town, Creede and his partner 
knew they had a mine, but had no money 
to work it. So thoy applied to David S. 
Molfatt, the president of tho Rio Grande 
Railrcjad, which has a track to Wagon 
Wheel Gap only ten miles away, and 
Moilat and others foimed tho Holy 
Mosos Jlining Company, and secured a 
bond on the property at §70,000. As 
soon as this was known, tho invasion of 
Willow Gap began. It was tho story of 
Columbus and the egg. Prospectors, and 
provisions with which to feed them, cam© 
in on foot and on stages, and Credo be- 
gan to grow. But no more mines were 
found at,()nco and tin railroad into tho 
town was slowiii coming, and many depart- 
ed, leaving their posts and piles of rock to 
mark their claims. But last June 
Crcedo received a second boom, and in a 
manner wiiich heaps ridicule and scorn 
upon the scieiitiliu knowledge of engineers 
and mining experts, and whicli shows 
that luck, chance, mid the absurd vagaries 
of fate are factors of success upon which 
a prospector sliould depend. Ralph 
Granger and Eri Buddonbock ran a 
butcher shop at Wagon Wheel Gap. 

TUE lA.ST CUANCE. 

"The" Ronninger, of Patiro, a pro- 
speator with no tools or provisions, asked- 
them to grubstake him, as it is called 
when a man of capital furnishes a man 
of advonturo with bacon, flour, a pick, 
and threo or four donkeys, and start* 
him o(l' prosiiecting, with the understand- 
ing that he is to have one tenth of what 
he" finds. Reuningor asked Jules Haas 
to join him, and they departed together. 
Ono day the threo burros disappeared, 
and wandered off many miles, with Eeu- 
ninger in hot and profane pursuit, until 
they reached Bachr-Vir Mountain, .where 
he overtook them. But they . liked 
Bachelor IMountiiin, and Reniiiiiger, fail- 
ing to dislodge them with, either rocks or 
kicks, seated himself to await their 
pleasure, and began chipping casually at. 
the nearest rook. Ho struck a vein show- 
ing mineral in such rich quantities t hat- 
he asked Crcedo to come up and look at 
it. Creede looked at it, and begged Ren-- 
ninger to deliiie his claim at once. Ren- 
ninger, oll'ering up thanks to the threo 
donkeys, did so, and named it the "Last 
Chance." Then Creede located next to- 
this property, shoulder to shoulder, and/ 
named his claim the Amethyst. Thesei 
names are niere'y names to you; they 
mean iiothiuj; in Culorado you spoak 
them in a whis])er, uml tliey sound like 
the Sti'.ndiivd (Jil C(iiii[)aiiy or tho Koh-i- 
noor diamond. Unas was bought oil' for 
.?10,000. lie wi.;iit to Germany to pat- 
ronize tho little German villago from 
which ho came with his great wealth; 
four months later Ronninger and Bud- 
dendoclc, who had Etiil;ed him, sold their 
thirds for .S70,0II() each, a few days later 
Granger was oll'ered .^100,000 for his 
third, and ho s^aid he would hold (.n to it. 
When 1 was tliere, the Chance was 
putting out §180,000 per month. This 
shows that Granger was wiser in his geh- 
etution than Haas.

The Columbian has boon indulging lately in 
any amount of swagger over tho action of the 
Legislature in connection with the " infam- 
ous libel " it published some time ago, and,

employed a whole regiment of "specials," 
who were jiicketed at every corner of the 
streets in the Royal City, and formed a cor- 
don round the Ckilumbion office, in a vain 
endeavor to catch tho delinquents. 

Now, as a matter of fact, the .Superin- 
tendent of Provincial police was the only 
officer employed on the oecision referred to. 
True, ho invited Jlr. Moresljy to accom- 
pany him, for tho purpose of identifying the 
culprits, as they were strangers to him ; 
but not another officer, special ae other- 
wise, was employed. We append a leading 
article from the 'Vanoouver World, of Tues- 
day last, which will indicate pretty clearly 
how tlio matter is regarded in tho neighbor- 
hood of whore the oliildisli little comedy is 
boiug played. 

"Tho Kennedy liros, who have been 
posing as martyrs of the pres^j, have, it is 
said, lied to the United States in order to 
prevent tho sununons of the local Legisla- 
ture from being served on thorn. The aure- 
■olas have faded from tlieir brows, and, like 
any other wrongdoer, llicy liave crosaeil tho 
border in order to evade tlie laws of the 
country in which they were born and have 
heretofore lived and moved and had their 
being. Nobody at any time ever iuvcated 
tho li))ellera of the Private Bills Committee 
of the IIouso of Assembly with heroic pro- 
portions, but it was felt by some that, in 
justice to tliemselve.'j, having taken a stand 
they should stick to it. Instead of that, 
they turn tail and run away out of the juris- 
diction. We are sure that whatever sym- 
patliy niii.y have been extended to them in 
jtfce past— although wo could never see any 
Wnson why they deserved it— will now turn 
^ contempt in view of|their latest mancBUvre. 
Setter far for tho reputation of the 



individuals in question Iiad they gone 
to the Capital under duress, appeared at tho 
bar of the House, and either maintained 
their charges or retracted them. In the 
event of tho summons of Mr. Speaker and 
tho action of tho House being illegal, the 
Columbian could take advantage of the ma- 
chinery of the law in order to justify itsulf, 
For our pirt we would have been glad, if 
wo could, to have supported our contempor- 
ary in its contentions, had it been in tlio 
right; but believing, as wo do, that the ur- 
tiolo in question was an unfair as well as an 
infamous attack, and that tho Legislative 
Assembly has tho power to protect its own 
dignity, we ran only donounoo its conduct 
throughout as discreditable iu the o.vtreme, 
and a reflection upon the entire press of the 
province. Some people were foolish enough 
to imagine that a lion was roaring in the 
newspaper oUico on Columbia street in the 
Royal City; but now that the skin has been 
removed, the asinine bray readily unde- 
ceives them. It is true that 'Ho who 
tights and runs away, nmy live to fight 
another day' — but ho is a despicable coward 
just the same." 

"PRODIGIOUS." 

The Columbian is very fierce just now. It 
is as full of fight as a Blackfoot warrior with 
his war paint on. It asked someone the 
other day if this is a free land. When we 
undertook to answer its question in the 
aliirniative and to give a few reasons for be- 
lieving that British Columbians are free 
men our condialivo contemporary Hew into 
u rago and called us names. Not content 
with that, bnt it annilulatea ua with the 
following doae of the (Jueen'a English: 

"Yea, this is a free country ; l)ut it ia iu 
spite of our paternal Czarocratic govern- 
ment that it is so. Thank heaven ! even 
that govcrmnont cannot shackle men's 
minda ; and so long as they are free, tiio 
great energizing volcanic force renniina in- 
tact, which in all agea lina overturned and 
shattered the strongliold of tyranny and 
usurpation. The petty tyrants and usurpers 
of this fair province will soon recognize to 
their dismay and confusion that this is in- 
deed a free land." 

This is terrible. If the Columbian fires 
such a valley at a contemporary that agrees 
with it, what will it do to tho unfortunate 
neswpaper that is so depraved and so aban- 
doned as to difTor with it in opinion. It is 
altogether too bad for the Columbian to 
crush us for giving a civil, and, by its own 
admission, a true answer to its very simple 
question. Wo nuiat, wo suppose, get over 
tho injuries we have received as best we can. 
We trust that the Legislative Aasambly will 
be careful how it notices the Columbian 
again, for if it continues to pay attention to 
its editorials it will become so consequential 
and so self-important, and ut the same time 
HO condmtive, that it will be impossible for 
any other paper to exist in the province. 



A NEW BOOK. 



Wo have received from the publisher, 
Albert 15. King, New York, a very neat 
volume of one hundred pages entitled, "The 
Bohring Sea Controversy," by Stephen 
Berrien Stanton, Ph. D., of the New 
York bar. 

Mr. Stanton discusses this very import- 
ant question in a remarkably clear and logi- 
oil manner and, as far as wo can judge, with 
perfect impartiality. It is easy to see that 
he is master of his subject, and that bo has 
studied it carefully. He discusses it in all 
its aspects, and he has at his command all 
tho information necessary to enable him to 
arrive at intelligent and sound conclusions. 
Ho quotes the treaties and other documents 
connected witii the controversy largely, and 
his citatious from nuthoriliea on interna- 
tional law are numerous and full. 

'J'ho spirit in which Mr. Stanton dis- 
cusses this, to Americana, tender subject, is 
very dillerent, indeed, from that in which 
most of his countrymen who have under- 
taken to deal with it appear to be imbued. 
There is not an unkind expression or au 
injurious epithet in the whole book. His 
references to Great Britain are invariably 
respectful, and he does not onco attempt to 

iabtato a fact or wrest an argument in 
order to give an advantage to his own coun- 
try. No judge could be more dispassionate 
than he, and but few can state an argument 
more clearly or more fairly, 

The first chapter of the brochure is his- 
torical. The author states every material 
fact fairly, and quotes largely from docu- 
ments. In the second chapter he defines 
the American position, and in diacuaaing it 
shows where it is weak. He quotes a paa- 
sage from one of Mr. Blaine's letters to Sir 
Julian Pauncefoto, in which tho Secretary 
of .State asserts that the American Govern- 
ment never maintained that Behring Sea is 
man: rhttmrim. Hero it is ; — 

The repeated assertions tliat the Govern- 
ment of the United Slates demanda tliat 
the Behring .Sea l)e pronounced men: ddwum 
are without foundation. The Government 
has never claimed it and never desiied 
it. It expressly disavows it. At 
the S'uno time the United States does 
not lack abundant authority, according to 
tlie ablest exponents of International law, 
for holding a small section of Behring Sea 
for the protection of tho seals. Controlling 
a comparatively reatiieted area of water for 
that one specific purpose is by no means tho 
equivalent of declaring the Sea, or any part 
thereof, mare dauswm. 

It is evident that very few American 
editors of newspapers have seen this dis- 
avowal, for by far the greater number of 
them write as if it is admitted by all tho 
world except Creiit liiitain, tliat the 
expanse of.^ Behring Sea ia as much the 
property of tho United States as tho 
area of the Stuto of California 
Mr, Stanton, however, is nob of this 
opinion. His reading and his reasoning 
load to the conclusion that Behring Sea ia a 
free sea, and that tho Unitod States has not 
in law, or by proscription, the shadow of a 
right to exercise sovereignty over it. He 
saya : 

" Disguise the claim to imur. daiisiim aa 
you will, openly and expressly repudiate it, 
as the United States has done, the assertion 
of jurisdiction over a land of ono hundred 
Italian miles around tho shoies of Behring 
Sea, or over any distance beyond three 
miles, is nothing leas than a revival of the 
old-time doctrine of jnarc clau.snm. Baao 
that jurisdiction on its long continued 
recognition by another nation as you will, 



call its present denial contra boiioH moren 
and a diaorimination against tho United 
States, as Mr. Blaine has done, and you 
only re-echo tho cry of tho Middle Agea. 
prescription of tho sea. Of greater moment 
than the winning ot an arr'unientntive 
point, ia the duty the United States owes 
to its national honor to justify ita acts and 
validate its claims in Alaskan waters with 
tall kuoudedgo of, and in strict conformity 
t(i the ostablialicd principles of International 
Law." 

It ia Mr. Stanton's opinion that tho 
United States Government cannot justify 
its acts and validate its claims in Alaskan 
waters by an appeal to international law, for 
he says : 

"Tho application of these principles of 
international law to tho Behring Sea, per- 
mits but one conclusion. It ia a free sea. 
A strait it obviously ia not, nor does tho 
m u'ginal b'jlt juriadictian include thelialiing 
ground of tho Canadian aeuluia. In the 
character of a closed sea, it is dclicient in 
the neceaaary complete enelosuio by land. 
For not only is the Behring Strait ,'!U milea 
wide, and the distance between the many 
islands forming the sontliern htjundary of 
tlio Bca, far in excess of that, Imt the dis- 
tance iietween tho last of the Aleutian 
chain and tho nearest Kussian island of tho 
Commander group, ia 183 miles." 

Although Mr, Stanton does not believe 
that the United States has a r!(!;ht to exer- 
cise sovereignty over Behring Sea, and is 
convinced that Its Government has no pro- 
perty in the seals which frequent that sea, 
ho believes that the preservation of the fur 
seal should be a matter of international 
concern, and lie seems to think lliat Lord 
Salisbury was wrong in not consenting to a 
ronnwal of tho modus vivendi pending the 
settlement of the question by iirbitration. 
Wo aro not concerned to en(|uire whether 
he is as unprejudiced and impartial in arriv- 
ing at this concluaion as he was in coming 
to the other and more important ones in- 
volved in the Bohring Se* controversy. 

EDITORIAL COMMENT, 

Tlie appointment of Mr. A. E. \Vilmot 
to the ollice of Water Commissioner and 
City Surveyor ia a most judicious one. Mr. 
Wilniot ia a competent man professionally, 
and ho is active and energetic. He will no 
doubt do his work well and the city will 
benefit greatly by his services. He oqcu- 
piea u very important position, and if the 
Council is to derive tho greatest poasible 
benefit fioin liia ability and hia skill they 
will place that coiiliilenco in him which 
judicious men generally place in their pro- 
iessional adviser. By doing this iliey will 
give Mr. Wilmot the opportunity which 
ought to be afforded him to prove his ability 
and thoy will enable him to do his very best 
for the citv.

On Tuesday a Special Easter Festival will 
be held in the Catlie;lral, commencing at S 
o'clock. Several now Anthems will he snnc 
by tho full choir, and Solos will be sung by 
Messrs. Rhodes, Rowlands and \Vliito. 

For some days past tho ladies of this 
church have been busy picking lilies, and 

fathering wild violets and moss for the 
ecoratian of the chancel, font, aud p\dpit, 
OS well 88 the beautifying of the altar. 
Their work has been done well, and seldom 
has the nrbistio taste of the workers been 
displayed to moreefifeot than on the present 
occasion. The fonti as usual, is a master- 
piece. It is smothered in a huge hank of 
fern moss, and in its deop, green bed repose 
lines of white violets, forming crosses and 
other figures, which stand out bold and 
clear from the surrounding color. On the 
top of the pillar, rising from the centre of 
tho moss, is a sheaf of high grass mixed 
with beautiful Faster lilies, which droop 
over in all directions, half hiding the masses 
of fragrant violets below. Tlio chancel is 
beautifully arranged with moss, lilies, 
jonf|uil8, and oven tho lowly but sliapuly 
nettle leaves are brought into rci|ui3ition. 
Last year, it will bo remembered, the fair 
workers were conipelled to do their decor- 
ating without lilies, wliicli were riot then in 
season, but now that they are fortunate 
enough to have obtained them, they have 
not stinted the display with this pure-look- 
ing emblem of nature, so well-fitted to 
Easter and its surroundings. Lilies are 
everywhere, and nowhere do they seem 
overcrowded or out of place.

Mr. Row- 
lands has trained his choir up to a special 
effort for to-duy, and no doubt tlie be.iuti- 
ful list of anthems will be done full justice 
to. 

Owing, probably, to the abundance oi 
flowers, the result of a mild winter, St. 
John's church has never— if memory is cor- 
rect — looked so gay in its Easter robes as 
it does this year. The whole church is one 
mass of floral beauty, and as well might oi.o 
endeavor to pourtray the contents of a line 
conservatory as to Ejive an adeiiuate de- 
scription of it in detail, On entering ilic 
church at tho south door, the first object 
that strikes attention Is the font. Round 
tho base of its marble columns are numer- 
ous calla lilies, while tho upper part is 
aglow with lovely hyacinths and other 
spring lldwei'H, lie.si^ned a.s to syniljolize 
the fragrance and beauly of a lioly life, 
which the .Spirit of (lod alone imparts. 
Passing up tho nave ainles arc seen beauti- 
fully I'lecurated \wth baskets filled witli 
wild llowers, chiefly lilie;), but in profuse 
abundance. At the eMtrance of tlio chan- 
cel is a rooil-acrc'cn, whieli has an extrcmelj' 
pretty cllecl. It is coiupo.scd entirely of 
ilowers — wild lilies and jomiuils — placed in 
glass globes, covered uith moss. 'These, 
sonio two hundred in numlnT, are sus- 
pended by invisible wire, producing very 
light and artistic arches, llie whole having 
tho uppoaraneo of fantastic orelnds, sus- 
pended in mid-air, and as lino as if made of 
delicate brass, but ivilh the additional 
charm of Nature's matchless beauty aud fra- 
grance. At tho base of tho reading desk is 
a large anchor, wiiolly of llowers of various 
colors, while the leolcrn and pulpit are per- 
fect gents of art, being wrought with the 
most choice flowers that modern (ioricul- 
tnre can produce. Passing over works loss 
striking, though all are excellent, andfacing 
the Fast, one stands before a lovely cross, 
composed entirely of African lilies, grown 
in Southern oliines. It is three feet in 
length and placed over the altar ; while on 
either side of it are largo shields, with 



crowns of glory and all the symbolfi of the 
Resurrection, standing out :ii bold relief. 
All about tho altar rails are choice palms, 
ferns and lihonias, and other plants in full 
bloom. Tho ladies of St. John's, whoso 
zealous work and refined tasto have yielded 
such an imposing effect, deserve to bo 
heartily congratulated. • 

ST. .IA3IES. 

There will bo special services inSt. James 
church, to-day, and never did tho building 
look better. The menihera of tho congre- 
gation, assisted by their pnator, have spared 
no pains to make St. James present a fes- 
tive appearance on Faster Day, and tho 
choir have also been busy in the preparation 
of that special portion of the service whiih 
devolves upon them. Tho floral decorations 
arc u credit to tho8e:having charge of the 
work. The Ven. Archdeacon Sonven will 
officiate.

The decorations this year in this sacred 
edifice are worthy of admiration. .Vt an 
early hour many ardent members of the con- 
gregation might bo seen wending their way 
to join in the labor of love and beautify the 
house where He who is risen has pronuacd 
to njcet and bless those members of tho 
church militant.

General Herbert's Close Criticism of 
the Uondltloa of Cauada's Military 
Establisliment. 



No SuiTicient Reserve of Ammiinitiou 
—The Guus Antiquated and 
. Unfit for Service.'' ?

Ottawa, April 8. — The Amiunl Re- 
port of the Department ©E i\lilititi imd 
Dofonco was presented to Pivrliimiont by 
lion. Mi: Bowoll to-diiy. It oiiiljudiL-s 
the lirst Ropdrt uf tUo Miijur tJcnorid 
llofbort iiiid his criticisms on tho condi- 
tion of tho force are of a uioat iuipcirtnnt 
|- .and valuable charaotor. Ho doala Ihst of 
all with tho permanent military ostiiblish- 
incnta, namely, the schools of instruction, 
and those cori)3 enlisted for ])ornianent 
service, vvhich furnish their pi-vsonnol. 
Deductint; transfers and re-culistcd men, 
tho waste of the year is shown to be 'l'.)7 
out of a total establishment of 'JU(i non 
•commissioned ollicera and men. The 
greater part of tho men in tho ranks are 
recruits of loss than one year's service. 
Tho presence of so large a proportion of 
recruits at tho schools of instruction, is a 
serious disadvantajjii, ho aays, to their 
elliciency, since the sn.all staff of instruc- 
tors Inis to bo constantly emi)luycd in 
drilling; thorn, while thuir iL;noranco of 
discipline is apt to act as a bad oxiinii)le 
to tho attached men of tho active militia. 
h' Ofmenuader two year's service tliero 
aro 524, or 54.24 por cent, and theso men 
with a very few exceptions ore incapable 
■of inipiu-tin<; instructions. When the 
number of artiticers, otUcers, servants, 
bandsmen and others employed on duties 
not connected with instruction are de- 
ducted, there are only 17.715 por cent. 
"i. from which selection can be made of 
' trustworthy non commissioned ollicors 
for the administrative work of the per- 
manent corps and aa acting instructors 
for tho active Jlilitia. Tho value of tho 
instruction, at tho diilorent schools, var- 
ies very much. Their adnnnistrative sys- 
tem is in many particulars defectivo and 
is marked by want of \miformity. This 
produces an evident evil result in the ac- 
tive Jlilitia. Oeneral Herbert insists, 
therefore, that the establishment of a 
uniform, practical and sound system of 
instruction both in drill and administra- 
tion, is absolutely necessary. While he 
cannot exi)res3 himaelf as satisliod with 
the condition uf the ponnanent force tho 
Major General nevarthelcss boars witness 
to tho excellent work it has done in spite 
, of many disadvantages. The faults noted 
are, in the majority of caaea, due to 
primary defectivo organization. General 
Herbert says it is desirable that a higher 
standard of instruction should bu cxrctod 
from the officers. of tho permanent carps, 
in order to fit them for the highest du- 
ties of instruction, \\hich should be per- 
formed by them in time of peace ; and to 
qualify them for staff duties in the event 
of war. Tho provision of military books, 
at tho schools of instruction, is indispen- 
sable. A small annual uUuwanco would 
-: enable each school to form a military li- 
'brary to the great advantage of the active, 
- as well as of the permanent. Militia. Tho 
I': praotiee of military exercises at tho 
schools of instruction, likewise retiuires 
encouragement in order that the active 
Militia may be induced to cultivate them. 
I'rocoeding to criticize the constitution 
of the active Blilitia force tho general 
points out that tho iNIilitia Act (pf Canada 
recognizes no distinction botwoon rural 
i .and city corps, but lays down the terms 
of service and liabilities cf tho Militia 
fjenerally. In practice it has boon found 
iieceasary to relax the conditions of ser- 
vice in certain cases, and thus gradually, 
two clasaea have sprung up in the Militia 
different from one another in thoir cim- 
Btitution, as completely as in England, 
■ the volunteer force differs from tlio Mili- 
tia. Tho broad distinction between tho 
. volunteer and the Militia system is thus 
defined ; In tho former the volunteer, by 
attaining a certain standard of efliciency, 
earns a e ipitation grant from the Govern- 
ment, payable not to himself but to the 
regimental fund, whereas in the latter, 
tho voluntarily enlisted militia men is on- 
titled to receive, persDnally, a fixed rate 
of daily pay for service performed. Gon- 
:,. eral Herbert says that the volunteer sys- 
tem is the beat adapted to tho conditions 
existing in tho large cities By adopting 
the princiiinl in its entirety in Canada, 
and giving the foico of law to n system 
;. which now exists only by mutual consent 
."■ 'betweon oiycers and men, a great benefit 
would be conferred on the city corps. 
An error he saos was undoubtedly com- 
mitted in attempting to blend incongru- 
ous elements under one Act, and one sot 
of militia regulations. He behoves also 
that the rural militia would likewise ben- 
efit by the charge he proposes. In the 
•■' rural militia he believes there is the best 
possible material for a national defensive 
force, and to it the militia system is alone 
applicable. 

Continuing liis criticisms of tlio f(n'ce 
and dealing with the subject of training 
General Herbert aays the relitive degree 
of ellicieney of the three arms is as fol- 
lows :^-Artillery 1, Cavalry 2, Infantry.'!. 
Tho infori{)rity in every respect of the 
last, and most important arm, is very 
marked. Ho strongly urges tho reorgan- 
ization of the so-called engineers' compan- 
iea., and believes that tho population of 
certain districts could provide ])robably 
'tho finest material in tho world from 
which to organii'.o pioneer hattalicnis. 
Tho superiority of tho artillery and the 
marked inferiority of tho infantry, are 
traceable to the same cause, namely, tho 
manner in which the duty of inspection is 
carried out. In the artillety, the system 
instituted by General Strange, when In- 
spector of artillery, and still ofliciently 
carried out, makes the inspection at once 
a test of efliciency, a means of instruction 
!.» '.and a source of emulation. The inspec- 
■* fcion of other arms has degenerated into a 
mere parade or review, which ia produc- 
tive of no f^ood result at all, but, on the 
contrary, frequently directs the efforts of 
commanding oflicers nito a wrong chan- 
nel. Another cause which tends to give 
li snjjeriority to the artilleiy is the fact 
that the majority (jf tho oflicers of that 
arm, having attended tho schoels of artil- 
lery, have been well grounded in the first 
principles of their duty. They aro con- 
sequently more capable of imparting sys- 
tematic instructions than are th.e oUicers 



of other arms! With regard to the city 
militia tho General suggests that an ap- 
propriation should bo made annually, in 
aid of tho efforts now being made by m- 
dividual corps, to remedy tho disadvan- 
tage Ihoy aro now laboring under in learn- 
ing !;he practical apidication of tho diller- 
forms of drill. Ho recommends also 
that tho present skeleton battalions 
should be filled up, and behoves this 
could be done by thei. ' adoption of the 
volunteer system and issuing to ovory 
battalion anus and accoutrements for its 
full strength. Tlie General believes that 
a considerably larger force of tho rural 
militia could bo annually trained than has 
hitliorto been the ..ase, without; any in- 
oreaao in tho vote for drill and training, 
by the adoption ota carefully prc-.pared 
programme, lie advocates tho issue of 
allowances (1) for " recruiting," to be 
given to cajitains of companies in lieu of 
that for drill instruction. (2) A ccuiting- 
ent allowance to cai>tains to meet certain 
expenses in connection with their com- 
panies which aro now un])rovided for, 
this allowance to gradually repilaeo the 
" c ire of arms" allowance, lie suggests 
that tho Martini-lleury riUos at present 
in storo should bo issued to the perma- 
nent corps and bo gradually introduced 
throughout the Militia. Tho ei|uipme;it 
in use in tho active iMililia is obsolete in 
I)atterii and a large jjroportion perishing 
from age inul severe nsigo. (ieueral 
Herbert advocates that the necessary 
equipment be always kept ni storo so as 
to be available promptly in the event of 
grave emergency. Ho has not inspected 
a single battalion in which tho men's 
boots would have stood one month's active 
service, or a regiment of cavalry or a bat- 
ery of artillery, in which the saddlery 
and harness coulci ho expected to b.'ar a 
similar strain. In tho matter of an illery 
material tho militia is very delieient. 
Tho 18 field batteries are armed with guns 
which are still good, but there ia no re- 
serve of guns, nor is there a spare gun 
wheal to bo had nearer than Woolwich ; of 
heavy guns tho Dominion does not pos 
soss a single modern specimen. Of the 
armament hiuuled over by the Imperial 
Government a liirgo portion could not l)e 
mounted, and a part could not be fired. 
Those at Victoria, B. C. loaned by tho 
Imperial Government are not at present 
fit for service. There is no sufliciout re- 
servo of amnuinition. The clothing is 
fairly good in (piality, but tho .system of 
issue is ojion to very great objections. 

C!-;neral iiorhert auggcats, on the sub- 
ject of pensiona, that in order to secure 
and retain the services of officers poaseaa- 
iiig the required qualifications, such pro- 
vision for tho future should be made as 
would placo their professional prospects 
at least on a level with tliose uf the Civil 
Servants of tho Government. 

On tho subject of defence the General 
states that lie submitted proi)osala during 
tho past year for tho appointment of a 
committee of militia officers to collabor- 
ate with him in the preparation of a 
scliemo bearing on this question. Those 
proposals hiivo met with tho approval 
of the (iovernmont and tho work will 
shortly bo commenced. Tho problem 
involved tho consideration of tho meas- 
ures to bo adopted, not only fur the jiro- 
tection of u very extensive land frontier, 
but for that also of certain points on tho 
Pacific coast, which have recently ac- 
quired a more than ordiiniry importance 
to tho commercial prosi)erity of the 
Dominion. General Herbert thinks the 
tnno has arrived when a fresh inquiry 
should be made into tho .vorking of tlie 
Militia Act, in order to ascertain how far 
it has provided an organization capable (jf 
adapting itself to over changing condi- 
tions and increasing responsibilities. 
Such an inquiry would furnish a fresh 
starting ponit and firm ground, for those 
who are called upon tu guide the policy 
of the Dominion on the question of the 
defence of its territory. Powerful in 
physi(|ue, iutolligent and eager to learn, 
tho militia of Canada at present contain 
the unorganized elements of a .strong 
national force. Morovtr, in the men of 
the rural militia, there exists that capa- 
city for adaiiting themselves to circum- 
stances, and ' handmess," engendered by 
practical accpiaiiitanco with canq) life, in 
thoir ordinary vocati(jns which is a most 
valuable (juality for a solder in tlio field. 
What is required is system and organiza- 
tion in every department.

CITY COUNCIL. 



A Small Meeting: of the' Aldermen 
> Discuss the Victoria City ■• 
Bill. 



The 24) th May Celebration— A' Public 
Meotiuc: to Arranere for the 
Event. 

A special meeting of tho Council was held 
yesterday evening for tho purpose of dis- 
cussing several matters which his Worship 
the Mayor deemed neeessary to bring up. 
A notice on the bulletin board and a call up 
over the' teiephohe were tho only means 
adopted to bring tho Aldermen together, and 
tho result was a small gathering. Mayor 
Beaven was on hand punctually, as wero 
also Aid. Lovell, Munn, MoKillioan, Styles 
and llumbnr. Aid. Hall subsequently 
arrived; but tho City Clerk was not pres- 
ent, and in consequence certain documents 
were unobtainable, and business was limit- 
ed. Tho Mayor called attention to the 
following clause inserted in " the Victoria 
City Private Act" by tho Legislature, and 
reciuested an expression of opinion as to 
whether the Council desired the bill to pro- 
ceed or otherwise : — 

"Notwithstanding anythinKcontained in this 
Act. or in llie Corporation o£ Vicloria Water- 
works Act 1873, tho t'or;ioriition of Victoria 
shnli not distribute water wilbin tho areas 
where the Eaqulnialt Waterworks Co. liave tho 
right to dlstributo water under their Act, un- 
Ic.-s tho siiid company shall fail to furuiali an 
adeiinale snpiily. or shall demand rates In ex- 
cess of I liese eliargod by the Corporation of tho 
City ot Victoria." 

"It will be observed," added His Wor- 
sl.ip, "that this clause deals with that por- 
tion of the city tiiat is in the district of 
Esquimau, which was brought within the 
city by the extension of the limits in Jan- 
uary, 1891. I bring this matter before you 
to ask whether, under tho circuinstiincos, 
you deem it advisable that the bill bu pro- 
ceeded with or withdrawn." 

Aljj. Luvkm, — It seems to ino to bo a 
most outrageous piece of legislation — leg- 
islating away the rights of the city. It is 
monstrous. I cannot understand that any 
person having tho interest of the city at 
heart, could sanction such a nioaauro. 

The .Mavok — I think very mueli us you 
do; but there were 19 members of tho Legis- 
lature voted for it, and but nine against. 

Ai.i>. LovKLi,— Must we submit to it? 

Tho Mayor— Tho Corporation can with- 
draw the bill. 

Ali). Mu.sn — And if that be done, we 
will have just the same powers as we had 
last year. Is that not so ? 

Tho MAyoK— Yes, so far as the supply of 
water is concerned. 

Ai.i). Stvlks - 1 don't feel in favor of that 
bill. If it pusses, it deprives the city of tho 
right of supplying the people of Victoria 
West with water. We have tho strentsand 
sidewalks to look after there, and if we 
cannot collect water rates, what is to be 
our revenue ! Can we stop the bill ? 

The Mavou — You instructed ine to in- 
troduce it. If the bill passes its third read- 
ing and is afscnted to, then it becomes law. 
It has not yet come up for its third reading. 
When the bill came up in Committee ot the 
Whole, I stopped it at that stage, so as to 
ascertain your wishes on the subject. 

Ali). Styles — If wo don't approve this, 
will tho whole bill have to bo withdrawn ? 

The Mayou answered in tho atlirniutivo. 

Am). Stvi.es thought it suspicious that 
this clause was not introduced at first. 

The Mayor — It was brought in in the 
Private P.ills committee. 

Ald. Lovei.e favored tho withdrawal of 
the bill. 

Ali). Styles thought thero might be 
features in the bill worth retaining. 

Ald. Mclvil.l.K.'AN pronounced it unjust 
on tho part of tho Legislature to introduce 
such a clause to the detriment of tho city's 
interest. They would not treat their own 
property in that way, and should not inter- 
fere with the city's revenue. But then, 
there were representatives In tho Legisia 
tare who cared very little for the interests 
of Victoria, 

Ald. Hujiber asked what would be done 
in the ease of a fire in tho district. The 
water supplied was from the Esquimalt Co., 
and the city would have no right to attach 
to the hydrants. This might be a very 
serious matter. 

Ai.u. I.ovKi.L — '["lie bill is not part of tho 
municipal law '.' 

The Mavou— Xo. It has nothing what- 
ever to do with it. 

Ald. Munn' diil not think there was much 
to lose whether t he bill passed or not; in 
fact it would lie lietler to withdraw it. The 
interference of ilic Lcgislaliire in iIil- (Jold- 
stream matter was not at all acceptable, and 
if [irivate or corporate interests wcro to be 
iiitcrfcred with in this manner it would 
doubtless prove anything bub beneficial to 
Victoria. 

Ald. Humuer suggested that the people 
thero should bo suppHod with water froo of 
cost. This would soon pull dii .vn tho com- 
pany. 

Ald. Hall believed that Victoria West; 
would be a very important place in the near 
future, and the interests of |the city in its 
water norks should be preserved. 

After a good deal of disou'Bsion it was de- 
cided to postpone the matter until Wednes- 
day next, and to authorize the Mayor to 
withdraw the bill should it come up in the 
Legislature before that day, 

Ald. Hall asked when His Worship pro- 
posed to hold a public meeting to arrange 
for tho 24th May celebration. He hojied 
the Council would vote a reasonable sum 
for the yiurpo.'-e. 

I'm: Mavou (■xplained that he liad been 
instrumental in having a clause iiiiroiluced 
into tho .Municipal Act which would make 
such a vote legal. 

Alii. Hi'.Miihi: thought that a vote of 
SI ,1)01) from the Ifouso over tho buy would 
bo acceptable. 

ft was agieed to hold a public meeting ou 
Thursday evening next, to discuss tho mat- 
ter of celeliraling tho 'JIth.

New 'YpnK, March 80.— "Colonel Carter 
of Cartersville'ViB ono of those sketches of 
Boutborni'cluiroot&^thatv^^^^ has 
heard otiahd knovvs in some dogreeJ' - Every 
state in' thoi Union concentrates its local 
poculinrities in individuals. Colonel Car- 
ter is as distinctively Virginian fis Joshua 
Whitcomb wa.s di.stiiu;tively a New Ilamp- 
shire man. Ami both men are known in 
story aiul .soil!,' and caricature tothocolm- 
try. I liavu heard stories, of Kearnid Kear- 
tor for tlio la.st twenty years, and hero ho is 
at last in hi.s deliKlitful entirety. 

Mr. V. llojikinson Smith got him upon 
p.Tpor from observation. lie had no inteo: 
lion of making a play of him. Hut .so vo- 
racious is thu stage for sometliiiiK iioiv, 
tliat every brochure and sketcli tliat falls 
from the press is caUKlit up by the man- 
ager. Dramatic agent.s and job nctors 
carried tlii.s book on Hroadway.for months 
trying to llud somebody who would touch 
it witli a dr.'unatic wand and m.ike a stage 
Colonel Sellers of it. 

It fell to a clever man. Mr. Augu.stus 
Tliomjus knows the southern type; he is by 
nature a deft shaper of material into the- 
atric cogency. lie took the mere outlines 
which the book furnished and padded them 
into dramatic form. / ' ' 

The result is tho play at Palmer's the- 
ater, if indec(r ;i sketch of chnracter idyl- 
lically ftud humorously treated, without 
situation or suspense, can bo called .a play. 

What the drama docs is to place before 
us a delightful combination of persona! 
qualitie.s that cannot fail to interest us. 
'riiese (inalitics are the distinctive oofS 
pccii only in the rural and isolated neigh- 
borho(jils of the south, that overbearing 
Amcrlean egoi.sni, that iiiten.se patriotism 
and .';!ial)l)y antique chivalry so out of 
keeping with the practical, matter of net 
age, and that patriarchal aristocracy of 
sentiment that seems to be the ontcouie of 
;;ie va.ssalago that grew up iu the south. 
To these must be added an enthnsiasai 
that always goes off half cocked and an 
inipecuniosity that never- Intwferes with 
tho wildest f.ancies. ■ '■. ' . . 

Such men. in the south could never, any 
more than a Wtttiiniii weigh material forces. 
They hurlcil themselves again'sirthe north 
in the wHrNvitha ma'gnlflcent ardor, but 
without jiny mathematics. They had a 
sentihVent, and they did not care to know 
that numbers and re,':ourci'.s were factors. 
They lired the hearts with a flame of rhet- 
oric that had no equal in t he teeming cities 
of New England, but they had no ex.- 
chc(|Uer. Tliesemen reached Paruas.sus in 
the person of John Kandolph, and stood on 
tho peaks of fanaticism in tlie person of 
Toombs. I!ut they also in the old days of 
tho rc|iublic planted a (]auntle.ss p.atriot- 
isin on our quarter decks and carried the 
llaf; around the world v.'itha fighting iii- 
stantaiK'Ousness that madu it respected. 

Let us concede all that the war has done 
for the country in eliminating and soliili 
fying, and still there remains n sentimen- 
tal pathos aljout the snioldering ruins of 
its lost conditions. Minstrelsy went out 
with slavery. The wild, sad strains of the 
pl.int.itibn crept over the world. The 
southern dai-ky was the -father of our folk 
songs, and'the old 'patrinrchil homo was 
the romantic vestige of a sleepy and pleas- 
ant foutlalism. 

•'Colonel Carter" comes'bnck to us like 
one of Tom Thorpe's sketches— now, alius! 
almost forgotten. It Iins the balmy terebeu- 
thene odor of the southern jiincs. It takes 
you out of our acute conllict to drowsy, 
ideal, f:ir iuvay C(jnditions, where the old 
mansion klviiis to su.^'gest Dolly Jladisoii 
and Lafayette, and there is a smell of 
wood fires clingiiiL; yet to the old walls, ami 
the mammies ;uk1 pickaniniiii^s furnish a 
fliltin.L; shadow of iiiediievalisin. Some 
balsamic breath of a vauished courtliness 
in all this and a suggestion of Colonial 
[iride and simplicity and qu^intncss softly 
blended. 

Such is tho atmospliere of "Colonel Car- 
ter;" and it is a play of personal ianios- 
phere, not of events. The thinnest kind of 
.a story meanders along like one of those 
summer streams in tlio south, tepid and 
sIngKish, hut it has banks of semitropic.al 
suggestivencss where tho mocking bird 
sings and the oriole flashes a flaming wing. 

Having sjiid all this, the fact remains 
that "Colonel Carter" is not a play for the 
populace. It is prerequisite th.at you t.ake 
some sentiment with you to the theater in 
order to enjoy it. Your real popul;ir play 
e.xpccts you to bring nothing with you Imt 
your optic nerve and your girl. It sup- 
plies everything — imagination, fancy, poe- 
try, spirituality, by means of restlessness 
■and paint pot and orcliestr.a. 

.Mr. Didy is just now doin.Lr this with 
Lord TeiniyHon's plaj' of "The Forester.s." 
His ar!.;unient is something like this: 
"Do you doubt that Tennyson is .a groat 
poet — ask niy seene painter; that 'The 
Foresters' is tin,' greatest drama of t-lie 
age has been luoved by Sullivan's music. 
The people come to see Mr. Daiy's produc- 
tion; er;-!0 there is intrinsic merit in lib- 
straet poetry." 

Of couiHe there is ideality and sentiment 
and beauty in "The l''ore-slers." So there 
is in a (,'reat many ot her things that will not 
adapt themselves to the theater. I liav 
even -found them in a patent oHice report, 
but I never t ried t o arrange them iuto.-ict 
I luoer saw the Sermon on the Iilount 
carved in marble, and 1 don't think it 
would be ellieaeiou.s presented tliat way. 

Whatever else Lord 'i'ennysou may bo he 
is not a poot who appeals to the democracy, 
and somehow you can't keep the democ- 
racy out of tlio tlieater any more than you 
can keep Mr. Daly out of Westminster 
abbey if he goes on this w.iy. 

"Colonel Carter" is the only novelty iu 
town, Mr. Mansflold is playing under a 
bushel at the Garden tlieater. Whenever 
this brilliant actor resorts to his repertory 
you may know In; is meditatiii.L; a new 
play. "Merry Gotliani,"at the I.,yceiiin, is 
not very miuTy luul does not exactly lit the 
creed of the house. It's like a western 
■\Ietliodist in an eastern Kiiiscopal pulpit. 
Draniatic Kossip eoiii:enlrales itself on the 
fortheoniiiig fair at the -Madison Stpi.-ire 
gardiai, wlsere Mrs. Kenrlal and i\Iiss ("ny- 
van are to be on exhibition.

1 myself liavo 
been used in a largo number of coses iu 
both the Old and the New Worlds, and 
have seen' performed some startling cures. 
One thing is certain, and that, fromprac- 
tic.il experience, that as an alleviator of 
suffering from (hat very distressing yet 
not serious class of ailmon's whoso ter- 
mination ia algia — cephalalgia, nostalgia,' 
neuralgia, myalgia, &c. — it stands un- 
'n^alled. . But it is as an educational and 
moral agent that I expect moat good from 
it. Dr Myers, of London, England, 
aays : " I havo seen the confirmed drunk- 
ard throrr tho gin bottlo out of the win- 
dow in extreme disgust, and I think that 
this is a genuine advance in therapeutics 
which England should be glad to learn 
even at second hand."

It Differs In y$ry Haterlal Waya JTrom the

In England one universally hears, 'and 
most English writers use, "differ to" 
rather than " diflfer from," though when 
" pinned" down usually admit it to be in- 
correct. They " take in" tho newspaper, 
an expression whoro we economise a word 
by only " taking" it. 

"Attractive," as a personal quality, 
carries further to tho English mind than 
to the American, who, for qualities, .be- 
yond tho social, as in a statesman or com- 
mander, would use "magnetic," and 
thoroby acquire alfiner shade of moaning. 
A guiitleraan naked me if 1 dian't find tho 
English " homely," which certainly 1 
could not bo so uncompliniontary as to 
acknowledgo in an Amorican soiiso of the 
term. Suoing my hesitation lie changed 
it to " hospitable," which most emphati- 
cally I could not assent lo ; and aaaent to

EU-Cin-NICO LAKE 

is an expansion of tho Blackwater or 
West Road river; it has a length of about 
12 miles and its width is from' one-quarter 
to one mile. The photograph ropro-

The river'is not large, but tho numer- 
•oua expansions, like tho Eu-chi-nico, 
gives it a peculiar appearance and a 
•character of its own very seldom met. 

The south banks of the river is gen- 
' 'erally wooded ; but the growth is very 
small and the black pine . C_p.iniM contorta) 
predominatM. .'"' ';.. ; .' . . , .,■ 

The north tank is very different — it is 
generally in terraces or in low bluffs ap- 
proaching tho rivor. Those aro nearly 
all cleared of timber and covered with 
very many species of rich and succulent 
grasses. Bunch grass, pea vines and 
Tocchgs of different species, blue joints, 
wild rye, jsagajand of a -wonderful variety 
of wild flowers' ' 

The few bluffs of timber are composed 
of poplars of zofvesio, small birch, Vir- 
.giuian juniper, which attain hero a truo- 
,'like appearance. As a grazing country 
;.it would be surpassed by few locations. 

One place where the Blackwater 
'liranohes into; .thnae; principal streama, 
- there is an extent of some 60 squars

Tho character of the soil in tho Nechaco 
Yalloy is of tho richest. The largo bods 
of "ivhito silts," which Mr. Dawson com- 
pares to tho loaa on tho lihino, will 
prove some day to bo of the most pre- 
cious value for agricultural purposes. 
Tho ground is generally level, coming 
in low terraces to the^rireri generally 
covered with small thickets of balsam, 
a'spen, poplar and dwarf birch. Large 
stretches are in luxuriant prairies, whoro 
the succulent grass grows waist high. 
As ft ranching land-it is beyond compari- 
son, but it is as farming land that it will 
^ive its full value in the future, the 
deepness' and richness of the soil . i-ender- 
ing it inexhaustible. ' The geneaal level 
of tho country is about 2,300 feet above 
tho sea level; but this low depression fol- 
lowing tho 54th deg., latitudo aoenis to 
have a more favorable climate, owing to 
the full sweep of the ocean winds coming 
between Vancouver Island and the Queen 
Charlotte group, and the Oasctlde Range 
being much' lower in that section. By 
tho flora tho climate socmed to bo very 
much milder than it is gouerally found in 
this latitude, and barley? oats and voge- 
tfibles have been grown b.y tha Hudson's 
Bay Go's employes without trouble. 
There is no question that appropriate 
wheat, Buch as-ladoga and red fife, cpiild 
be grown safely.

If in England wo wish to 
" shop" for a " spool of thread" wo ask' 
for ft " reel of cotton ;" for " Canton flan- 
nel, " " swaiisdown calico;" for " shirt- 
ing, " calico," though an English writer 
on Americanisms awserts that wo ask fur 
a " web of muslin ;" or, if wo wish 
" samples," it is necessary to ask for " pat- 
terns." 

While Americans have been much and 
deservedly ridiculed for their abbrevia- 
tions of "gents" and " nants," I have 
seen both used in England, which does 
not, however, prove in a comniondable 
custom, but only exemplifies the folly of 
" throwing stones by people who live in

-where only a few.pig poplars are seen. 
It has tho ai>pearanco of a park on some 
groat estate. 

The land as a rule w-ould be better 
adapted for grazing than for agriculture, 
though large areas of the terraces could 
bo utilized/ttp. ■grow anything. Tho river 
•and liikeare well stocked with fish. 

Of course tho salmon ascends it, like 
' nearly all tho tributaries of the Frasor; 
'but the trout and diar are the greit at- 
traction foc,tho tishcrmen. In somo of 
; the clear pools and eddies, wo have en- 
. joyod tho best fly fishing on this side of 
Lake Superior. 

At tho time th^ exploration expedi- 
tion came back from tho head waters of 
tho rivor in the fall of 1890, the lakes 
iwero alive with ducks and gcoso, and on 
'the grassy side hills the grouse wore 
most abundant— both blue grouso and 
rud'ed grouse. 

At Lake Eu-chi-nico, tho swans 'were 
in ininiensG numhors nnd they wero seen 
only on that lake. The appearance of 
tho party on tho side hills gave them the 
jilarni and during tho whole time noccs- 
aary to travcrsu the length of the lake, 
tho immonse white flocks kept moving 
.-.ibout in myriads and witii a deaf- 



Td tho spoi'lflnian this yalluy would 
also he a favorite tesort. The trout in 
tho Nccliaoo d» not appear to bcas finu 
and so game aa that in the Blackwater, 
but it is very abnndant. The salmon 
com OS up -the Ji^ephaco in ^.enormous 
quantity and forms ttiff sfca'ple' food of tho 
Indians. 

Birds are also in groat abuhdanco, but 
the blue grouse, this niQ.st prized of our 
native birds, is not ho common as'on tho 
Blackwater. Beans, generally black, 
are connnonly mot with, and in M^inter 
cariboo is said to bo common, T'htf com- 
mon deer is unknown. 

These two valleys can bo reached by 
pack-trail from Quesnello, and now that 
tho Skoona river is being iiuprr)vcd tc 
render it navigable by boat, tlie Is^eohacu 
Valley will bo easily reached from ifiizel- 
ton by tho beautiful valleys of tho Mat- 
sonkwa and Eudaka.

M. QUAD'S SKETCHES. 

- Career, of "Ubcba Dick" the. T7baleman'i 
Terror. 

[Copyright, 1893, by Charloa B.' Lowte.] 
Between the years 1840 and 1859 tlio 
whaling vessels of such nations as pursued 
'f. 'the leviathan of the deep for hia conimor- 
' cial value eiicountored no less than live 
whales who became famous as terrors of 
the sea. They wore " Mocha Dick,' 
"Spotted Tom," " Sliy Jack," "Ugly 
■Jim" and "Fighting Jqe." These names 
were of course given them Jjy.thblBailora 
bub they came to bd knowii' to'wliiiJera of 
all nations. You may:; thiak it curious 
' thab one whale oould'bo ' identified from 
another of the same size and species, but 
it was no more dillioult tli!iu to identify a 
particular horse in a drove of several hun- 
dred. In other words, each leviathan has 
some peculiar mai'k or characteristic of 
his o\yu, and if sighted two or throe times 
"'|);;canibo;identi.fled forerei afterward. 

*' Mocha Dick" headed the list of ter- 
rors from the start and kept hia place for 
ninotcon long years. No whale was so 
fiercely huntiid, and none over created so 
,. much dauingo among the hunters. What 
I am going to tell you is partly a matter 
■ of published record in England, ,Scotiand 
and America, and wai jiartly gleaned 
from Nantucket and New Bedford whal- 
ers who battled with the cachelot time 
after time, to suffer defeat on each occa- 
sion. ' ' 

On the 5th day of July, 1840, the Eng- 
lish whaling brig Desmond^ being then 
215 miles due west of the port of Val- 
'paraiso, Chili, sighted a lotio whale which 
breached his full lengtii above tho surface 
about two miles away. The boats wore 

• lbwerod,-bub before they were within half 
a mild of tho whale he slewed around 
head on to them and advanced to meet 
them. Ho struck one boat with hia head 
and drove her under stern first and then 
chewed her up. Ho then sounded and 
was lost to sight for fifteen minutes. 
When he came up it waa to lift the other 
bo^b thirty feet high on his head, and of 
course she was completely shattered. 
Oars and planks wore ground fino by his 
teeth as he wallowed about, and two men 
were drowned before tho whale finally 
went slowly oil" to tho north. This was 
" Mocha Dick's" introduction to the blub- 
ber hunters. Ho was tho largest whale 
any one aboard the brig had ever seen, 
and across hia head was a scar about eight 
feet long, which showed almost white on 

, j,the gray-blaok background. It was by 
this' scar ho was ever afterward identified. 

The next craft to encounter " Mocha 
Dick" was tho Russian bark Sarepta. 
This was on the 30th of August, almost 
. two months later, and She was fully 500 
miles to the south of the spot where ho 
was firsb seen. .She lowered two boats 
for.it lone whede and killed him. The 
bark was tliree miles away, and beating 
down to the whale under a light breeze, 
when " Mocha Dick" suddenly shot out 
of water between the voaaol and tho boats. 
Such was his impetus that nearly his full 
length could be traced before he fell with 
a craah which could be heard for miles 
around. As soon as he had righted him- 
self he made straight for the boats. One 
of them passed around the dead whale 
before he got up, but tho other was 
caught by the swoop of his jaw as lie 
came on and knocked to pieces. He then 
took up his position beside the dead whale 
and remained quiet for half an hour, dur- 
•'ing which interval the other boat pulled 
off to the bark. 

Three men had been lost, and a fourth 
had both arras broken, while the sailors 
had been given such a fright that they 
could not bo induced to attack. Tho ves- 
sel hung about tho spot for tliree hours, 
hoping the fierce leviathan \YouId take 
himself olT, but finally had to sail away 
and leave him in possession. The dond 
whale was taken possession of two days 
latei; .by tho whalmg ship John Bruce, of 
Nantucket, but it was no longer guarded. 

The next authentic record of " Mocha 
Dick" was furnished by the Bristol whal- 
er John Day, in May of tho year follow- 
ing. She was then to the east of the 
Falkland islands, and waa trying out 
blubber as she drifted with a light breeze. 
At 2 <l>'clock in the afternoon a gigan t ic 
whale breached within 300 feet ot her, 
shooting his full length out of water, and 
raising such a sea by his fall that tho ship 
rolled as if in a gale. Tho wlialo then 
swam slowly about, and as soon as tho 
men caught sight of his head they identi- 
liod him aa " Mocha Dick." Hia actions 
were menacing, but the captain at once 
decided to attack him. Three boats were 
lowered, and as the whale made off to 
windward the first mate i)ut a har[)ooii 
into him. This was the first iron " Mocha 
Dick" had uvor felt. Ho sounded at onco 
and rail for three miles, and when ho 
came up it waa to slue around and head 
for the boat. Hia action was so unex- 
pected and his speed so great, that lio 
caught the boat unprepared and ran right 
ovor it. 

As it went under ho stopped short and 
turned aa on a pivot, beating tho water 
all tho time with fiukes which measured 
twenty-four feet across. Nothing waa 
left of the boat but apiiuters, and two of 
her crew wore killed or drowned. Tho 

* other two boats advanced to tho attack, 
but before they were near enough to dart, 
tho whale settled away like a lump of 
lead. Ono of the boats got hold of the 
Heating line, but had scarcely secured it 
when tiie tricky fighter came up under 
the other and sent it skyward wiih i!ie 
bottom knocked out. Uo then jiivoted 
and thrashed tho surface as before, and 
another iiian was lost and two others ; se- 
verely injured. 

Tho crew had had enough of " Mocha 
Dick," and while he hauled off and lay 
waiting for another attack the remaining 
boat was hauled up and tho ship sneaked 
away. The English captain had vowed 
that if he ever-encouDtorod that wliale he 
would kill him or lose his whole outfit of 
men and boats, but an ' hour's fighting 
satisfied him that he liad undertaken too 
big a job. 

Tho particulars of the several encount- 
ers recorded above were soon known to 
all whalers. Some captains decided to 
let "Mocha Dick" severely alone, while 
othoro wore ambitious to secure the credit 
of killing him. However, ho disa[)pi.'iir- 
ed after the light with the .lohn i->ay, and 
\v;\H not seen again iov suventeon months. 
It had come to bo generally believed that 
ho had died of old ago or been killed in a 
light with another whale, when ho sud- 



denly turned, up in the Pacific ocean off 
the east coast of Japan. 
. .Here occurred; the battle of his life. A 
''coasting oraft*'had been blown off the 
coast by a heavy gale and was making her 
way back. It waa about an hour afier 
daylight, vh"", big whale was seen to 
broach about two milea away.- It waa 
passed over as a triUing incident, but ten 
or fifteen minutes later tho leviathan was 
discovered rushing down in the wake of 
the craft with all tho steam he could put 
on. He waa so closo aboard and the sight 
of him threw the natives into such terror 
that no efforb was niade to escape him, 
He'strucli the craft on her stern and 
wrecked her in an instant, and pieces of 
the wreckage wore carried away in his 
jaws as he swerved to port and swam 
slowly away. As tho cargo of the coaster 
was of lumber, the men soon knocked to- 
gether a raft. The craft did not go down, 
bu6 sank untO her decks wore awash, and 
the men had not yet'pufc off on their raft, 
when three whaling vessels appeared in 
siuht all at once. These proved to be the 
Glasgow whaler Crieir, the New Bedford 
whaler Yankee and the Enslish whaler 
Dudley. 

All had hoard of "Mocha Dick," but 
all thought him dead. By 8 o'clock the 
three whalers were up and had hoard the 
story, h'it " Mocha Dick" had disappear- 
ed an hour, before. ' It; was agreed to sep- 
arate and search for him, and that if ho 
were found all three ships should take 
part in the attack and share in thu credit 
of ridding tho deep of such a terror. 
They did not have to hunt for the follow, 
liowuvor. While tho captains wore plan- 
ning h eauddeuly showed up about a mile 
to windward.. .After his usual fashion he 
cam'e to the.sorface under such headway 
that ho seemed to stand on the tip of hit< 
flukes before he fell over on his side \\ M\ 
a crash like the fall of a great budding. 
He wallowed about for a time, and then 
slued around liead to tho whulers and re- 
mained perfectly cjuieU lie seemed to 
be asking what they were going to do 
about it, and the quory was answered by 
the fall of a boat from each vessel. 

These had only pulled away when throe 
more were lowered to support them. 
Lots had boon cast as to which boat 
should have the first show, and the honor 
had fallen to tho Yankee. Her boat took 
a circuit to approach tho whale from be- 
hind, while the other two lay on their 
oars to wait. The whale seemed for a 
time to be asleep, but all of a sudden set- 
tled away so quick that every one was 
dumfounded. He was about to try his 
old dodge of coinini,' up under a boat, and 
each ono of them was pulled away from 
tho spot and a sharp watch kept for signs 
of his breaching. 

It was twenty minutes before " Mocha 
Dick" showed up again. ' He had- ho^ed 
to catch a boat, but all were too livisly 
for him, and while he lay wallowing in 
the seas hia fall had created the mate of 
the Yankee put a harpoon into him. The 
old fighter humped up as the iron went 
in, and for five minutes seemed to have 
been struck dead. Then ho made a rush 
for the Scotchman's boat, ran right ovor 
it, and slued about for the Englishman 
It waa pulling away from him . when he 
rushed again, caught it with a swing of 
his long under jaw, and tho onlookers 
beheld a spocUicle none of them ever for- 
got. The whalo lifted his creat head 
clear out of water with the boat in hia 
mouth, and at one bite made matchwood 
of it and pulp of two of the crow who had 
been unable to tumble out. The crews 
of the two*boBts were now floating on tho 
oars, and the whalo pivoted arid lashed 
the sea with hia flukes to destroy them. 
In this manner he killed two men, but 
one of the reserve boats came up in gal- 
lant style and rescued tho others. 

The Yankee's boat was the only one 
fast to tho whale, and ofter vainly trying 
to seize or smash it "Mocha Dick" sud- 
denly started for tho w^eck'^)f tho coast- 
er, which was floating two miles away. 
He made a straight course, and tho three 
captniiis were agreed that his speed, 
when fairly under way, was not less than 
thirty miles an hour. As ho struck the 
wreck ho boro it down, and it rose behind 
him bottom side up. . To prevent a colli- 
sion the boat had to cut her line, and tho 
whale soon sounded and was loat to sight. 
The boat started back, but had not yet 
reached the ships when the fighting levi- 
athan bre;:ched under tho hows of tho 
Scotchman and carried away jibboomand 
bowsprito with a smash. He had ' plan- 
ned to come up under the ship, but had 
missed it. As he fell upon his side and 
rolled ovor on an even keel, so to apeak, 
ho made a rush for the Yankee's boat. 
He was so close on that all tho crow went 
overboard, and he picked the light cnift 
up and chewed it as a horse does his (jata 
Had it been calm " Mocha Dick" niiglit 
have sunk the fleet. Luckily the breeze 
kept growing stronger, and as soon as 
tho men from the Yankee's boat could be 
picked up tho three crafts set all sail and 
beat an inglorious retreat, leaving tho 
whale hunting about for more victims. 
From first to last "Mocha Dick" had 
nineteen hiirpoons put into him. He 
Btovo fourteen boats and caused the death 
of over Ihirty men. He stove three 
whaling vessels so badly that they were 
nearly lost, and he atteoked and sunk a 
French merchantman and an Australian 
trader. He was encountered in every 
ocean and on every known feeding ground. 
He was killed oil' tho Brazilian banks in 
August, 1859, by a Swedish whaler, which 
gathered him in with scarcely any trouble, 
but it has always been believed that poor 
old " Mocha Dick" was dying of old ago. 
Ho measured 110 feet long ; his girth was 
57 foot ; his jaw waa 25 feet inches long. 
Eight of his teeth were brolcon ofl' and all 
others badly worn down. His big head 
was a mass of scars, and he had apparent- 
ly lost the sight of his right eye. 

OUU JIMS. 

AVo always spoke of them as " Our 
Jims." They were the two best men in 
the camp, and " boat" meant a good deal 
in those days. vWhen the Orange gluch 
men came ovor to juinp our claim it waa 
our two Jims who rallied us to drive them 
oil', leaving six dead men to bo buried in 
the evening. When tho toughs and 
roughs of Old Man's hill laid a claim to 
our diggin.gs and appeared two to one to 
drive us off, it was Our' Jims ai^ain .who 
led the van and enabled us 'to win the 
viotorj'. .. , 

.Jim who? Jim what? I do not know. 
No one but themselves knew. Now and 
then some miner yavo his full ii'une, but 
wo had no use for it. Wo were Jim and 
run and I'ete to each other, and that 
alone. 

Our Jims were not quarrelsome men. | 



Big men and brave men never are. They 
tented together and were " pards," and 
how it came about that they fell out none 
of us ever learaed. I One morning, when 
they had beenTeritmates for many months, 
ono Jim packed up and loft camp. He 
had nothing to say — nothing beyond the 
statement that " Mo and Jim is out.'" 
Tho Jim who remained made no state- 
ment whatever. Among oursolvoa we 
said that there had been a hot word drop- 
ped and picked up just when both men 
were out of sorts. It waa hard work, 
that hunting for gold. We worked like 
slaves aiid lived far worse, and tentmates 
quarreled yory often. 

In a day or two wo saw that the Jim 
who remained waa troubled in his mind. 
,He had been too proud to hold out his 
hand and ask the other Jim to stay, but 
now it was hurting him. He grow sul- 
len and moroao, and now and then hp 
paused in hia . work and looked up the 
trail with a longing look in his oyo — a 
hinging to see the other Jim returning to 
ca np. Five or aix days liad passed when 
a Chinaman came into camp with a note 
for Jim. it was written with a blackened 
stick on a piece of brown paper, and road : 
Jim— -It's a caso of smallpox, and 1 
won't aak you to GOme,' Jt's just to say 
I'm sorry we "fell oliti and to' bid you 
goodby. , , .' Jiu. 

It took three or four of us half an hour 
to mako out tho badly written and mis- 
spelled message, and when wo had fin- 
ished Our Jim walked away to liis tent 
and began to pack up. The snowclouds 
were banking up in the west, and it was 
plain that a bad storm waa at hand. The 
other Jim waa twenty-eight miles away, 
sick' and alone in a rude cabin at the 
abandoned diggings of Craz.y V/oman's 
creek. The trail led over tho mountain 
and tlirougli valleys thick with scrub and 
rou.i^di with bowlders, and tho (Jhinaman 
was complecoiy brojvon down when ho 
reached us. 

' You won't start with that storm com- 
ing on?" wo said , to' Jim' as he came out 
of his tent with a pack on his back. 

'Jim wants mo— goodby !" ho replied, 
and in five minutes bo was out of sight. 

An hour later we wore all driven to 
shelter, and for throe .days and nights 
there was never a break in tho storm. 
There wasn't a tent on the diggings in 
sight when the fourth morning came — 
every one snowed out of sight. If wo 
hadn't been snowed under we should have 
been frozen to death by tho.outtiilg winds. 
Jim couldn't have made those twenty- 
eight miles in leas than a day with no 
snow under his feet. Wo knew that ho 
must have perished in that storm before 
midnight. 

It was a long three weeks before the 
snow went off, and thou two of us wont 
lip the'^traa^'^^'AU'day long we looked for 

the dead'body of the Jim who' had atart- 
od out before the storm, but we did not 
discover it. An hour before dark wo 
came to tho abandoned diggings and 
caught sight of a single shanty left stand- 
ing. We should find tho other Jim in 
there— dead. Step by step wo advance, 
dreddihg 'to look in, and ;yeb feeling that 
we musti ' Thti door was fast, but tho 
fierce gusts had torn loose some of tho 
light boards at a corner, and we had a 
view of tho interior. Lying on a blanket 
— on the earth, with another partly cov- 
ering them, and lying face to face with an 
arm over each other, were two dead men 
— Our Jims. The one wlio had sent tho 
Chinaman might have been raving in de- 
lirium when the other reached him 
through that awful storm, but ho heard 
his voice and knew it. The ono who 
fought his way ovor that snowbound trail, 
stumbling, falling, praying — buoyed up 
by the hope ho would not bo too late, 
could do nothing after hia journey was 
ended — nothing but to lio down and die 
beside his partner.

In the 
village of Temcrifika I found in one hut a 
family consisting of a mother with four 
children, all perfectly naked, and in 
other cottages the ocoujiants wore merely 
draped in a few rags. Tho scarcity of 
fuel is, so groat that the poor wrotclieg 
cut away tho woodwork in thoir cottages 
bit by bit for fuel. All tlio cottages I 
have visited were comjilotoly empty. In 
the village of Kolokonisky 1 found seven 
men so emaciated with hunger thab they 
could not stahid on their feet, and when I 
gave them bread they throw themselves 
upon it with such avidity that I feared 
they would choke themselves. Hunger- 
typhus is spreading everywhere.

The exterior, with the front porch, bay 
window and gambril roof, broken Ijy dor- 
mer windows, produces a charming variety 
of outline very sugKCftivo of comfort and 
good cheer \yithin. It is perhaps better 
adapted to an inside lot, although it woiUd 
lodk well on a corner or in o[jeu country.

One special feature of the arranRcmcnt 
of the rooms in the first Ktory is tlie fact 
that the parlor and dining room are in tho 
front of tho liou.so and both command a 
view of the main Ktreet. You enter tho 
hou.so from the veranda or front porch 
and first pas.s into u largo, vestibule, which 
cnn be used aa a sitting room if desired. 
The ve.stibule is lighted by an elliptical 
window in nccorduiicb with the' details of 
old Colonial work imd sot wibh'pretty 
stained glass. 

Some objections might he made, perhap.s, 
to tho location of the hall, .since it necessi- 
tates pa.ssing through tho dining room to 
reach the .stairs. 

It is true that custom h.as almost made 
it imperative that oi>a should be able to 
pass directly from the front porch or ves- 
tibule to tlie hall and st.-iirs; but we must 
remember that wo are building with eco- 
nomical ideas as to cost and must reserve 
tho most desirablo space for the meat Im-

portant room, which in tbis Bpecial casse 
is the parlor. Unless tho staircase can bo 
made aa ornamentul feature if is best lo- 
cated where it may bo acce.ssiblo but not 
obtrusive. In tliis c.-use tliere is a direct 
piussjige from the street to tho outside 
kitchen door, and coniniunication froir. 
tlie kitchen to the hall ihrougli the pantry. 

If desired tho pantry could bo placed at 
the side where the outside steps aro lo 
catod and tho outsidodoor could communi- 
cate directly with the hall. Hut all these 
matters ;ire cpiestions of individual t.aste 
and must bo decided by tho owner. 

In the second story we secure two good 
sized chambers and a small bedroom in 
front, with closets fore.ach. In thu rear we 
have a large bathroom and a .storeroom. 

The main hall in the .second story is 
lighted by a dormer window and tho cor- 
ridor by nn elliptical window similar to tho 
wiiuIoAv in the vestibule, but with less ex- 
pensive glaaiiig.

Tho foundation walls are of brick or stone. 
The building above t he foundation walls is 
frame. The walls are sheathed, covered 
witli paper and clapboarded. No earner 
lioard.s aro used on tho bay>vlnaow, butthe 
joints of the clapboards are mitercd, which 
gives a very pretty elfect. Tho roofs and 
■sides nf the dormer windows iiro shingled.

A house or room crowded with pictures 
is not in good taste, for the efifectis confus- 
ing, and the beauties of few ciin be appre- 
ciated.

The 
space can be lis Huinll or as large as the 
size of the room niakts advisable, but It 
will in all casca give a triangular closet, 
which will not only bo of sei-vico, bub 
which Will add to'lhe elTect ot tho room. 
Hooks cnn be hung within the space, and a 
shelf can All the upper part of it.— Decora- 
tor and Funiiaher.

St. Joe was a tradiug ,po3t, cstabliahed 
in 1843, at tho -conlluoiico of tho Black 
snako creek with iho great parent of 
•waters. It wus established by yjJoseph 
Eobideaux, a Fronchinan, and ho is the 
^ii-^xnan referred to incidentolly on 'tomb- 
'?-' iBtoBe up onthe sKor«3 of Lake Superior.' 
ffhe Btpno reads ae follows :

: Who was sbot by request of : 

• his brother. •: 



Joseph is tho brother at whoso request 
the stono was erected and who forgot to 
have the stone properly punctuated. 

This country in tho early days was in- 
■vaded by tho- Sacs and Foxes. A humor- 
' oua historian might have said the An^'lo- 
' Saxon Foxes, but that would ibe facetious 
license.:' , >"fr -"-'''J^, 

' A steamboait landing was -erected here 
■at great expense by drivinc; a polo into 
the river bank. Soon afterward Audu- 
'bon visited tho place, and v/ith prophetic 
eye foretold the great future in store for 
St. Joseph. It is tho first instance on 
. record where the prophetic eye has been 
mtillzed'iai^i; wsy. 




AT THE OnAVE OF EOBIDEAUX. 

Robideaux laid out a townsite hero and 
then called togothor tho old hunters aud 
trappers to name tho little town. Mr 
Robideaux had provided a largo barrel of 
something to shatter across the bow of 
the nowly christened craft. Each trap 
per BUtrgested a nanio, but each name 
seemed to bo distasteful to Joe, till Cliar- 
lio Stewart, the "Old Zip Coon" of hi-s- 
tory, suggested, with his eye on tho keg 
that it be called St. Joseph in honor of 
Mr. Eobideaux. 

" Knock her head in," said Joe, and 
tho barrel was busted <juicker than a Now 
York Sunday law. 

General good feeling prevailed, follow 
cd by remorao and Apollmaris water. 

The streets wore named. whilO the gen 
oral good feeling wiis in tho act of pre 
vailing. Thoj' woru luiiucd for tlio sons 
and daughters of whom Joseph had re- 
peatedly found himself tho parent. 
Among them wore Messanie, Angeliquc, 
Sylvanie, Charles, Edmund, Felix, Fran- 
cis, Jule, Farooii, Michel, Rosine, An- 
toino, Louis, Foulino, Augusto, IsaljoUo, 
Iodine, Fouberg, Robideaux, Alfonso and 
Poisson. The streets were the first to 
give out, for Joseph still had his quiver 
full of names. 

Robideaux . built a big brick store, 
which was known far and wide as tho 
great building of the western country. 
It is now a modest sausage factdi-y fauioua 
for its manufacturo of tho tdothsouio 
"black-and-tau- s-.uisiige of Missouri. 

Josepli has long since passed on to that 
otornal hunting ground where tho coon- 
skin cap is entirely superfluous. His 
portrait now hanf s in the board of trade 
auditorium of the prosperous city. 

St. Joo in 1800 becaino tho starting 
point of tho famous pony express, a dar- 
ing enterprise, which no one but an 
American would havo deemed possililo. 
There was a Wall street schemo at that 
time for obtaining a subsidy of ten mil- 
lions of dollars froiu the government for 
carrying tho mails overland from Now 
York to San Francisco for a year. Wil- 
liam H. Russell, backed by Secretary of 
War Floyd, thought the scheme was not 
warranted in the interests of economy. 
Ho also oflored to bet .?2O0,OOO, that be- 
ing all ho had with him at tho time, that 
ho could put on a mail lino that would 
cover tho 1,050 miles between St. .Joe 
and San Francisco in ten days. 

The Wall street boys to )k tho bet, ami 
tho big go-as-yon-ploaso riico against time 
beau. Mr. ilusfiell bought li'JO of tho 
toughest and fleetest ponies ho could find, 
and hired 125 men who could ride on 
horseback without painful regrets on tho 
following day, Tlie relays were made at 
ton to twenty miles apart. Each rider 
had to cover sixty miles, and allow him- 
self two niiuutos to skip from ono horau 
•to tho other with his saddle-bags of mail, 
April (J, 18(i0, the pony express started. 
A gun fired on tho steamer Sacnuneiito, 
in the bay at San Francisco, was tho .sig- 
nal. Billy liaker, mounted on tho rest- 
less lit'lo liornet Border Ruffian, made a 
little cloud of dust, and, m the echo, of 
the big gun died away, swift as the tele- 
gram raising the salary of the operators 



along tho liuo, ho sped toward tho 
Sierras. 

All went well. Th« first rider made 
twenty miles in forty-nine minutes. 
Everything ran smoothly, notwithstand- 
ing tUo Indiana and the desotts, till tho 
courier roaohed the Platte. It was a case 
of Damon and Pythias, so far as high 
water wont, and tho treacherous river 
was moco than 'fcank full df icy water 
rushinR over its uneasy bod of -quicksand. 
Ho oitiy thoui^ht of his omployors, how- 
ever, and plunged in. Tlio steed went 
down like a shot and was never more 
seoffl, but the brave rider, -with his bag, 
battled with the roaring, icy torrent till 
ha stopped, panting and-dripping, on the 
muddy shore, and \vith -chattering teeth 
and a staggering gait (Started for the sta- 
tion ten miles away. 

Sixty miles out from St. Joe, Johnny 
Fry awaited tho aiTival of tho courier 
till it soouied to him it was too late to 
possibly make it. Wiien ho got his pack 
et he had four hours to make up. It 
looked impossible. At.St. Joseph .thou- 
sands were gathered on the bluffs 'to see 
the last ridor come in. People hiwdly 
bnsatbod as tho time druw near, and yet 
no signs of bis approach. 

It was getting to bo a torturo to wait. 
No ono spoko. As tho timo was almiist 
up a littlo cloud of dust roso on the west- 
ern horizon, then soon after the moasurud 
beat of a pony's hoofs came pulsating on 
the breeze, aud, lathered from head to 
heels, the panting pony, with wild eye 
and lluttoring breath, came -stumbling to 
tho spot, making the last mile in ond 
minute and fifty soooiids. 

St. Joo was tho last residenco of Josso 
James. Ho lived hero quietly, having 
traveled a great deal fonneriy by rail dur-;- 
ing his life, mooting up with strangers on 
the cars and conversing with them briefly; 
on current topics. Thrown among stran- 
gers as ho was so much all his life, it is 
not strange that at Uio last ho court<>c' 
quiot and rest with comploto change of 
scene. 

Ho lived in St. Joe under tho noni do 
plume of Howard, and those who wore 
impudent to him' at that time' now often 
start up wildly ial3i6 night and shriek 
with terror after dreaming that Mr. 
Ho'vard has returned to life in St. Joe 
and with a largo sboti;aii in one hand and 
a John L. Sullivan ultimatum in tlie 
other is engaged in settling up old scores. 

Mr. .lames lived a very uneventful life 
at St. Joe, and the.gas man who remom- 
bers ■ now tlie' itimo when ho and Mr. 
Howard were alone in tho, cellar lotiking 
at tho motor, and .'Mr. Howard.««poko 
rather feelingly abeut the feeble weracy 
of Uio meter, and how ho (tho gas -man) 
talked loud and got red in the f;i^o and 
bullied Mr. Jamea^into paying, nowtrcm 
blea like a knf >whoB ho passes' the housed 
and can haidly look' a gas meter in thu 
faoa. - 

Prior to llio time Mr: James livedihore^ 
.Mr. Eugene Fiold. now of Chicago 
a resident of St. Joa. Senator Cochra.n 
and Major liittinger now run The Ga'iQt!;o 
and Herald, respocSively, and Major. Jolui 
N. Edivards for years littered up tho 
streets of St. Joe with tlio shattared vi- 
tals of his foes. During the hot -weather 
it was said Uiat Sd^oc Edwards* ioea who 
were awaiting their tutn at the under 
taker's became ovon anoroi ofFensi-/© than 
they were during life. 

St. Joo is a great overa'l center. Tho 
regalia of the Farmers' A llianee ia unado 
hero in great nuiubore, a nd the overall 
girls throng hero like bh ickbirds in tho 
spring. If 1 had time 1 C( uild ataiic for 
hours watching them with deft and.^igilo 
fiiiL'ors overallaiig and paoitiug -for tho 
trade. 

St. Joo is said to be (tho i ichest .city of 
its size in the world. In traveling. about 
I run across a good many of those. Tho 
ricliest city of its aiv.e is g 'jtting -to 
very plenty in America, and in numbers 
is only equaled by the " town wliioh hb.3 
never had what you may call iv booa^, ;tiiut 
has a regular, 8tea% and bralthy 
growth." I wish I could rem.3mber how 
many of thoso to-A-ns I htvo encountered 
just this season.

Tho storeo- 
t.yping room is in ruins, but tho miohinory 
id not seriously damugod.

Ottawa, April 7, lg»2. 
Tho annual report of the Ministor of 
Agriculture states that - tlio season 
of '1801 haa given bountiful retuoas to tho 
Canadian farmer in all parts of "the Dom- 
inion, alnioat every -important -crop .hav- 
ing yicldod. considerably above the aver- 
ago of past ;-ears. In British Columbia 
crops of evoiy sort havo boon very satis- 
factory, tho areu of cultivated land is 
beiug radidly increased, agriculture and 
stock-raieing aro making good progress 
and fruit growing ia boooming so general, 
that at lOie ijresent Bate -of growth, this: 
Provinod vrill aeon become a largo 
export-or of fruit. The total importation 
of cattio into tho Dominion duritig last 
year was : cattle, 3, sheep, 40,-tG7;' 
swine, 381; mules, .70; horses, 3,607. 
At 'V^iotoria, B. C, there were onterud 
909.sattlo, 33,11)7 sheep, C-i swine, C3 
inule.i, and 40!) horses. The class of 
stock imported at Vacti)ria ia reportod by 
tho Veterinary iiiajiector thoro as good. 
Tito iinporbition of -nwino has fallen oil', 
attributable, according to tho Ins[iector, 
to the Quforcomeiit of the regulation for 
quarantining tho aainiala for 21 ^ days. 
'The increase iu sheop may be attributed 
to the fa'obiuE tlie steamera ttut ; formerly 
ran between 'V'aneouver Oihd ' the Sound 
ports being withdrawn, causing all the 
stock to ootor by Victoria. California 
sent 178 sheep and all iho imports aro 
reported by tho Inspector Uj havo been 
free from disouso. 

Tho exports of live stock to tho United 
States, via 'Canadian maritime ports, 
wore, cattle, il08,947; sheep, 32,157; 
showing a deoroaso of 13,2P5 cattle and 
11,023 s.hoep. Mr. Carling points with 
pleasure to tho fact that tho inspectors 
at British ports failed to discover a single 
caso of ojiitagious disease in tho cattle 
exported from . Canada during tho past 
year. Owing, presumably, to tho great 
differonce in ocean freight rates. 3,088 
catttlrt !!-nd .7dl sheep were shipped from 
MontreJ via Boston, Poptlandand New 
York, iw Liverjioul, but not being in- 
spected to tho circumstftuoo, could not bo 
included -in tho Inspector's returns. 
Tho <iuj.lity of tho fat cattle shipped con- 
tinues to improve, but many store cat- 
tle aro etilluent forward. The province 
of MaKit<ilja coiitributod its first shipment 
of stall fod cattle to the JEnglish market 
in May hist, and l\Ir. Dyke reports these 
as a "grand lot; of auimais." Ho says 
they ciuuiuire most favorably with the 
best iuiported cattle front other parts or 
the Doiiiinion or from the United States. 
Tho niHi-ket was good at tho time, and 
the lot made as good, lii not bettor, 
prices tltan.an|[. similar o^mals' imported 
from the Domibion during the -last six 
years. 

Frectloui from disease of a serious 
nature amtinues in livo -stock through- 
out the entire Dominion, tho otily dis- 
ease which has reciuircd inspection 
being pronounced by tho -T etoriuary In- 
spector, on investigation, to be aiithra?: 
and tuber coloaius; tho .same remarks 
apply to hogs, amongst which, with tho 
oxco|)tion of swine plague or hog cholera, 
in limited locations, no serious diseases 
havo been reportod. Professor Andrew 
Smith, of Ti.'j'onto, is of oi>iiiioii that in 
the vicinity of largo cities, swine aro 
kept in a very unsanitary condition and 
aro fod upon oti'd, wliieli is the moans.uf 
producing diseaau. The active measures 
taken in Burao parts of' Ontario and the 
slaughter of both healthy .and diseased 
aiiimels with a view of prevontilie the 
spread of the disease had the effect of 
checking tho outbreak. 

Souio very interesting information is 
given respecting tho w-ork of tho E.\pori- 
mental farms. Tiie distribution of 
thnniughhred stock of the most approved 
breeds for dairy purposes and for Beef is 
pi-cviiig to bo a V(;ry useful .iieasnro, 
e:i]ieci,-illy on the western plains. Thr 
of tho branch Experimental farms have 
buuu thus supplied, aud as soon as the 
buildings now in progress aro coiiiplotod, 
it is intended to forward some. other sup- 
plies to .'Lgasaiz B. 0. The distribution' 
of young trees and of seeds to settlors in 
tho ])rairio districts of the North "West, 
haa awakened much interest in tree cul- 
ture. Youii:^ groves of trees aro spring- 
ing up in ever}' direetioii, ami before 
many ye;irs have passed ui- st of tho more 
tliriity settlera will havo thus materially 
improved the appearance of their Uomes 
and have added to their comforts by I ho 
shelter these trees will givo. 

Tho plantation of both small and largo 
trees on the blxperiiuontal farm at A!.;a3siz 
haa during the past season been greatly 
extended, .-■■.nd almost every promising 
variety is now established there for tho 
I'tuposo of ttsoortaiuing tho comparative 
result of each sort and its general usoful- 
ne.i.s to tho Province. 

Xiiico tlio apiioiiitnieiit of a dairy com- 
niisaioner for the Dominion, an iiiorcaB- 
ing ixjterest in dairying has been a, waken- 
ed in all the Provinces of tho Dominion. 
During thu eoursu of tho year Professor 
Robertson addressed -19 convoutions of 
favmora, dairyniuii and <jthor3. intorestod 
in iinprovod niethoda of agriculture. Tho 
report contains sonfe interesting statistics 
with regard to tho exports of dairy pro- 
ducts, 'ill 1800 1,051,585 lbs of but;ter 
valued at ."ja to, 131 woro exported. La-it 
year this quantity had risen to 3,7GS,101 
Ihi valued at 5002,175, a substantial in- 
crcas"- Tho export of cheese from 1808 
onwa. : indic'atoa continuoua increase aqd 
furnish a splendid record. In 1890, !)■!,- 
200,187 lbs valued at .?0,372,212 woreox- 
poited while last year high water mark 
was roaohed by tho ox|)')rtation of 10(5,- 
202,140 lbs valued at S!),o08,800. 
Tlio report continues to show that in 



all, the niiscelaeneoua branches, patents, 
copy rights, trade marks, &c., has in- 
creased. 

The total arrival of Immigrant passon- 
gors and Immigrant aottlors last year was 
ii37,378, as against 178,921, in 1890. Of 
this number 37,11-1 entered at Custom 
Houses with settlors effects. Tho num- 
ber of Immigrants who arrived last year, 
and reported by tho Agent to the Depart- 
ment as having stated their intention tio 
settle in Canada, was S2.165, as against 
75,067 in 1890, The children brought out 
from workhouses in. Great Bricianin 1890 
woro insjiectod by tho officers of the De- 
partment and their reports are generally 
very sjittsfactory. 

Mr. John Jessop, Agent at Victoria, B. 
C. furnishes a report dealing largely with 
all matters of interest connected with tho 
island of Vancouver. He reports agri- 
culture as making progress in all settled 
portions of the island, and new localities 
o;)ening out on the coaet. Ho reports 
largo areas as leased on Queen Charlotte 
and contiguous islands for lumber ])ur- 
posoB. Fruit growing, mining, lumber- 
ing and fishing aro tho chief occuptions 
for tho immigrants to apply thomsolvcs to, 
-in each of which, >vith caro and industry 
there ia-ever-y -probablity of eventual suc- 
ooas. There ia-a tendency for the lab >rer 
to remain in the city with an expectation 
of employment rather than to go a few- 
miles up the island v/itli tho certainty of 
work on a farm. Tho building industry 
in Victoria ho roprosonts as being very 
brisk and as a consociuonco there is no 
lack of employment for mechanics, but he 
does not recommon'd those who are doing 
well elsewhoro to go to Victoria in tho 
oxpGctation of bettering themselves. 

Mr. Su'horlaiid, the agent ut Vancou- 
ver, B. C, reports a coiisiderablo increase 
over last year in tbo nuuibor remaining 
in the counti-y, and a marked decrease in 
the number going to tho United States. 
This he attributes-to the fact that nearly 
all the free lands suitable for farming, on 
tho Pacific coast sites, are taken up or 
held by c^pitaliats, and a depression in 
buisiicss caused largo numbers of mechan- 
ics and laborers to come north seeking 
work in British territory. Mr. Suther- 
land states that as the lands available and 
suitable for farminR:. ;,become, each : -year 
furthor away from the Z'' Canadian Pacific 
railway, and so from I easy . access, -it is 
very desirable that as much land should 
bo opened up by the Doiiiinion Govern-, 
mont for sottlemant aa .practicable. Th 
amount of land pUicod under crop last 
year c.xceedod that of 1800 by about 
twonty per cent. Considerable progress 
was made iu clearing and cultivating tho 
land for fruit-growing,' and thousands of 
young fruit trees were planted' ©ut.'~,;'Qr-:, 
diiiary fruits ripened well, with the ex- 
oeiition of plum, cherry and pear trees, 
which w-ere partially destroyed iu bloom, 
owing to tho cold weather. Interesting 
details respecting the -mainland will b 
found in Mr. Sutherland's report, and 
his tables show tho natioimlitiea, occupa 
tion and destinations of those -passing 
through Ilia hands.

It may soem rather premature to niontion 
sumaior materials at this early date, but 
artistic fashions for developing tho dainty, 
light-weight textures havo already made 
their appearauoo, and summer gowns may 
now bo satoly made up by women who do 
not caro to defer this work until tho more 
enervating weather seta in. The assort- 
ment of 'gtnghams, organdies and clmllics is 
little less tSan bowildoriug, and the designs 
are fully as attractive aa thoao displayed by 
the silkeu falnics. Tho Bedford ginghams 
havo c.-^aictly the clTect of Bedford cord, al- 
though tho cords aro not aa clearly defined 
as in tho wool goods. These ginghams are 
shown in solid colors, in two-touod tfl'ects 
aud in colored and white stripes. 

The Jacquard ganze ginghams are deli- 
cate and slieer, as the name implies, and 
havo grounds of heliotrope, pale blue, pink 
und canary, figured in every instance with 
did devices in v/hito. A neat gingham has 
a heliotrope back ground, upon which do- 
tuched clover leaves in whito and in dark 
heliotrope aro wrought with the effect of 
embroidery. Isfode, gray, heliotropo and 
light and dark bine ure popular colors in 
these goods, but - pea-green, and canary- are 
newer, and are-eonaequently, accorded spedial' 
favor. ,' .-.>•-' 

Plain and dotted organdies' are flgurisd 

with florjl devices. 

Mousseline de I'Indo is aa sheer and smootli 
as nainsook, and quite as cool aa organdy, 
The grounda are either white or colored 
aud are figured with contrasting dots, aer 
pen tine stripes, flowers and numeroua otlier 
handsome deaigna. 

For lawn parties aud other outdoor fetes 
no cotton material is more dfessy than the 
embi^oideriod net and batiste flounqin'gs,- 
which aro invariably made up with jplain 
fabrics, to match. 

Prominent among the net flouncings are 
the Pompadour and guipure varieties. Tho 
former is a black Irian-point net, embroid- 
ered with colored flowers and bouquets like 
tho Pompadour silks. Giiipuro flouncing is 
presented in colors and shows a hoin-stitch- 
ed.f border and' open-work embroidery 
'vi-ronght iirbiind8''ot graduated widths. 

Challics show- flowers, polka-dots, lozongo- 
shaped spots, stripes and other designs on 
black, whiteandcoloredgrounds. Onaoream 
surface are seen detached conventionalized 
pink rosebuds ; a similar ground is illumin- 
ated with a heliotrope vino and gray flow-era 
that look as though painted iu water-colors. 
A pretty challis for half mourning bus a 
light-gray ground, bearing dark-gray 
flowers. Navy blue' challics are figured 
w-ith white stripes, polka dots and flowers, 
aud a black ground displays groups of tiny 
red brick. All Jthe fashionable colors aro 
seen in this larger class of printed woollens, 
ahd they are handled as artistically aa in 
any other wool fabric.-,'- ' Fltfffy modes are 
better suited to ' the chtilUes than those 
showing severe outlines, especially in the 
bodice. Tho plain French skirts display 
tho goods to excellent advantage ; and 
when thin fabrics are made up in auch a 
akirt a firm binding of sateen or silk should 
be added. I recently beheld a very pretty 
challis made .up for summer wear. On 
a' cream surf aoe were, scattered' delicately 
colored pansics. The dress was made quite 
plain, the ' skirt being tho plain French 
style, firmly lined with sateen, and a little 
rufUo at the bottom to produce the correct 
flaro ; tho bodico was (juito plain, cut in a 
peak at tho back and front ; its appearance 
was greatly enhanced by a jublot of cream 
lace falling down the front of the bodice. 

It is stated, w-itli more or less emphasis, 
that grenadines w-ill be even moro populur 
this summer than last; and if genuino 
beauty of design and texture may bo talien 
as a criterion, thoro can bo little doubt that 
theso goods will strongly rival Colling silk 
and drajiery nets — iiuU-od, there is every 
probability tlmt they will ho nioro gener- 
ally worn than tho nets. As a rule, the 
designs in the grenadines will appear to 
beft advantage against foundations of 
colored silk, and the gooda will generally 
bo made up in this way, except iu street 
gowns, ior which black foundations are in 
beat taste. 

Nature herself never dreamed of moro 
beautiful flowers than those shown by tht 
milliners. If you lu-o difficult to please it 
does not matter, for from tho orchid, in 
every variety, to tho hngo crysanthomuni, 
from the great crimson rose to tho tiny 
Willi one, from tulip.s and annnneiation 
lilies down to tho tiny violet und tinier for- 
get-me-not, every llower of the field and 
hot-house ia represented, v.ud you can tiike 
your clujioo. 'i'he violela woio so popular 
ast year, that it seemed as if they eould 
not havo tho same favor shov.ii them again; 
but it is corliun that they will bo just as 
much in voguo, the proferonco being given, 
however, to the dark Rnsaian rather than 
the lighter ones. Small wrealh.T aud ban- 
deau.v of llo-.vers aro seen, and as they can 
be arranged on a hat to form tbo trininiiiig, 
thoy iippoiil to the amateur niilliaor. 

It may bo said that the t.eiidenoy is to- 
wards email hats, supposing that hats cni- 
bi-.ieo Ij.-jnnots. Still, while the hats aro 
not tiny, they aro smaller than thoso shown 
diu-ing iJiu winter, and tho bounots aro not 
much larger thau tho plateau, which has 
been fouud capable of holding ao much that 
is decorative although it ia ho aniall iu si^e. 

Laco bids fair to overflow everything in 
riotous waves, fans and jabots. Tho shade 
ohoaeu is oftcneat that matching the straw, 
tho dead whito not being either boooming 
or ao efl'eetive. In black laoo tho French, 
whiph Itas.'becn so long used in millinery, 
contia'nds to hold its own, although the pat- 
terns that. 'tire very light aro given the pre- 
ference oyer the heavy ones. A few bon- 
ueta are nija'de entirely of laco, but thoy arc 
very often ab' thoroughly decorated with it 
that it is difficult to deoido wiiore the laco 
begins aud the straw ends. 

Very broad moire ribbons aro ahov^'ing on 
DOnio of tho now bonnets for ties, the inten- 
tion being that they shall bo arranged 
under tho chin in still loops and with long 



ends. But it ia doubtful if this will bo a- 
fashion that will obtain. The velvet rib-- 
bon is more becoming, aa its tendency is to 
soften the akin, and certainly tho uarrow 
ties aro more comfortable than the wide' 
ones. 

Black strow hata are frequently preferred' 
to light-colored ones for early summer wear.- 
A stylish bkck chip has a bell crown, anda - 
broad brim faced with a shirring of bltaok. 
lace, that shows in a tiny frill at tho edge. 
A frill of finely plaited lace falls softly over " 
the brim, uud two bows of velvet ribbon, 
that rise from frills of oloaoly plaited laco - 
are placed ut the'back. At tne loft side - 
toward the back is adjusted a bunch of.' 
yellow jonquills. 



Although just at flrst so many of tho bon-- 
nets and hats seem elaborato, it ia certain- 
that simpler aud plainer styles will bo shown- 
a littlo later on. 

Although heavy veiling ia shown, tho 
lighter veils will , bo used, capecully with< 
bonnets. ■ >■ . 

In choosing tho material for your coat;, 
just remember that 'it- must be becoming, 
not only in color but also ..in material. A.'; 
very smart-plaid watering,' or'tt 'oloae'ehock^j ■ 
may be suitable for your friend who is tall 
und slender, but'on you' -who arc short and 
plump it will have the effect of making you 
appear at least an inoliBhorter, eonsequeutly 
you want to avoid that. On stout women, 
generally, a smooth, plain cloth is moat de- 
sirable, but I do not advise cither tho light 
greys, the biscuits, or tho wood eolors, for 
they seem to add to tho flesh, take away.- 
from tho height, and h(< everything but 
what they should be— locoming. 

The light coats aro most becoming to- 
women who have dark hair, and clear, rosy 
skin; they make palo \vomen look sallow. 

'•■ , Do not make tho mistake of getting coats- 
tbat'are too elaborate for the places you 
will wear them, and the frocks with which 
they will bo worn. Inatflad, choose a ainiplo 
coat of good material, that is well made, 
and which will be becoming to you. Never 
have a coat too tight; it may fit perfectly 
without requiring an effort to button it. 
The coat tlmt fits without wrinkling, or 
dragging, which doea not pull at the seams, 
nor show any atrain on the button holea, 
and yet which aeema cloae fitting, is thQ< 
one that is really the smart jacket. _ 

Although coats of silk and lace were* 
muph worn last season, still they bid fair to- 
have a decided vogue given to them this 
yeor. . They look so oxiremely well over a 
plain'silk or lace .Bkirt,vand the liking for 
them is easily understood. ? Very .often rib- 
bons are combined 'With the lace, and then, 
an extremely elateate 'effect is achieved. 

Tho first of Spring sewing is sure to bo 
the little cotton frocks for the small chil- 
dren of all ages, and they can be gotten out 
of the way before tho moro important gar- 
nient.s are begun. Girls' frocks must visit 
tho wasli-tub regularly, so bear this in 
mind and sacrifice fuss to cleanliness. Buy 
sullicieut goods for new sleeves, and turn 
up deep hema, for cotton w-ill shrink, aud 
children aro equally determined to grow. 
Trim with en-.broidery. Point de Genes lace 
— this la 20 use very sparingly — 'And fancy 
cotton braid, which is so easy to iron. In 
place of pique, buy cotton corduroy ; be aa 
plentiful as you can with stripes and plaidos 
aud ginghams ; slip in at least a couplo of 
w-hite dresses, a divinity and a nainsook. Or 
an embroidered flouncing, and do not forget 
one or two pretty rosebud, violet or forget^ 
me-not cambrics. White guimpcs, of 
tucked or feather-atitched wainsook, may 
be worn with any and all of .these ' frocks, 
and they may bo, with' or '. without 
tho white sleeves, ending in^'a? tiny, rolled . 
cuff. Tho white ones areibleon.and^ dainty), 
in appearance, but add tb)tlie', washing ;' and' 
when making up clothes .' in^ ' the ' Spring .1 - 
woiild- advise ■ everyone .' ''doing' them' .•up,' 
theraaelves" to think ahead how they 'will 
fancy ironing all of these " extra touches " 
on a July day. 

Iu small pdaids, and checks forming 
plaid^|, the ginghams appear iu blue, pink 
and tan shades, cross-barred with ycliow, 
red and such bright contrasts. They aro 
undoubtedly very pretty w-hen made up on 
the bias: but wlicn so cut tliey will pull 
askew when straightened out for ironing. 
.•Vll of these skirts are gathered, two 
breadths answering for the tiniest tots, and 
tluco being in ilie skirt of a girl of five 
years.
